JOHN BRIGH1’S ADDRESS TO HIS 
CONSTITUENTS. 
4 PLAIN STATRMENT OF HIS REASONS FOR 
OPPOSING HOME RULE—SIR JOHN LUB- 
BOCK ISSUES A MANIFESTO, 


Lonpoy, June 24.—Mr. John Bright has 
issued the following manifesto to the electors of 
Central Birmingham: 

GENTLEMEN: Thanking you for having elect- 
6d mein November last, Iam now most unex- 
pectedly forced to againaddress you. Since No- 
vember a single question has occupied the at- 
tention of the House of Commons and the coun- 
try. It relates to the future government of Ire- 
land, and consists of two bills which 
were thrust upon Parliament and the coun- 
try by the Government. One of those 
bills was rejected, the other was withdrawn. 
We are not told by Mr. Gladstone or his 
colleagues how much or how littie of those un- 
fortunate proposais will reappear in the next 
Parliament. Weare asked to pledge ourselves 
toa principle which may be innocent or most 
dangerous, as may be explained in future bills. 
l cannot give such a pledge. The experiences of 
the past three months has not increased my con- 
fidence in the wisdom of the administration or 
in its policy respecting the future government 
ot Ireland. We have before us a prin- 
ciple which Mr. Gladstone and his sup- 
porters do not explain. I will not 
pledge myself to what I do not un- 
derstand and cannot prove. In 1872 
I wrote a letter to an Irish gentleman from 
which I extract these short sentences: ‘To 
have two legisiative assemblies in the United 
Kingdom would work intolerable mischief. No 
sensible man can wish for two such assemblies 
who does not wish that the kingdom shall be- 
come two or more nations, entirely separate 
from exch other.’ I still adhere to this opinion 
if possible more firmly than before. I do not 
oppose the views of the Government on account 
of England more than on account of Ireland. 
No Irish Parliament can be so powerful or 


just as the united Imperial Parliament 
at Westminster. I cannot intrust the peace 
and interests of Jreland, north or south. 
to the Irish Parliamentary party to whom the 
Government now propose to makea general 
Burrender. My six years’ experience of them 
and their language in the House of Commons 
and their deeds in Ireland make it impossible 
tor me to band over to them the industry, pros- 
perity, and rights of 5,000,000 of the Queen’s 
subjects. Our countrymen in Ireland—least- 
Ways 2,000,000—are as loyal as the people of 
Birmingkam. Iwill be no party toa measure 
thrusting them from the generosity and justice 
of the united Imperial Parliament. I have 
written so that nobody may be ignorant of 
my views. My vote in the recent di- 
vision has given great grief, but my judg- 
ment and conscience made the other course 
impossible. For 40 years1 have been a friend 
of Ireland. Long beiore any Parnellite now in 
Parliament or any member of the present Govy- 
ernment opened his lips to expose and condemn 
the wrongs of Ireland l spoke for her people iu 
the House of Commons and on public platforms, 
It is because [am stillia friend of Ireland that 
I refuse to give her up to those to whom the 
recently defeated bill would have subjected 
her. If you re-elect me 1 shall to the utmost of 
iby capacity seek only what I conceive to be for 
the permanent and true welfare of our country. 
Sincerely and gratefully thanking you for your 
past kindness, I remain, JOHN BRIGHT. 

Sir John Lubbock, Liberal member of Parlia- 
ment tor London University, in a letterto the 
President of his election committee, which is 
published as a manifesto, says he agreed to Mr. 
Giadstone’s programme at the last election, but 
that the proposal tor a separate Parliament for 
Jreland was not includedin that programme. It 
is important to remember, the letter says, that 
the Parnellites have more members,in the House 
ot Commons than they are justly entitlea to, 
because of the 83 Irish seats contested in the 
Jast election the Parneliites secured 68, while 
they only polled 290,000 votes against the 150,000 
cust by the Liberals and Conservatives, 
thus, by the accidental distribution of the 
Irish votes, securing four seats to one, 
instead of the two seats to one which their votes 
represent. Sir John Lubbock contends further 
that the suffering and discontent existing in 
lreland are not due to political, but to econom- 
ical causes, the principal of which, he says, isthe 
potato disease, which, he points out, is a local 
trouble beyond the power of the Government to 
prevent. He then adds that to concede a sepa- 
rate Government to Ireland would simply ag- 
eravate the suffering in that country, because itt 
would drive capital and enterprise away. 
“Those who point to the example of 
the colonies,” the letter goes on, “should 
remember that they contribute nothing 
to the nutional debt or the imperial expenses on 
uccount of the army or navy. Mr. Chamber- 
Jain’s proposal! of municipal councils is open to 
less objection than the proposal of a separaté 
Parliament, but it involves great difficulty, and 
should not be entertained unless the people ex- 
hibit a stronger desire for them than they have 
yet manifested. My opinion is that the true 
policy for the Government to pursue toward 

reland is, while providing herewith the same 
powers of se!f-government for purely internal 
affairs as are accorded England and Scotland, to 
roaintain law and order in the country and give 
eecurity to life und property, which will be the 
best encouragement to Irish industry,”’ 

Mr. Josepb Chamberlain went to Glasgow to- 
day. When the train stopped at Preston, in 
Lancashire, alurze crowd which had assembled 
at the railway station jeered and hooted at the 
dissident leader. Among the cries was this: 
“ You're in the wrong boat this time, Joe!” 

Lord Hartington, answering an elector who 
asked if Mr. Gladstone bad good reason for 
affirming a belief that Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, if living. would be a supporter of the Gov- 
ernment’s Irish policy, says: ‘It is impossible 
for me to say what course my brother would 
have thought it histauty totake. I regret that 
Mr. Gladstone should bave thought it necessary 
to express an absolute conviction on a point 
which can only be one of conjecture.” 

Richard Pigott, of Paris, writes denying that 
he was the author of the alleged Fenian man- 
ifesto recently published in the /'imes. He says 
that he is the ex-editor to whom Michuel Davitt 
aliuded as the author of the manifesto, and that 
us fur as he himself is concerned every single 
assertion of Davitt’s is utterly uotrue. 

In the House of Commons to-night Mr. La- 
bouchére protested against the action of the 
Marquis of Salisbury in the House of Lords on 
the <2d inst. On that date Lord Salisbury op- 
posed the Elections bill because of certain 
Clauses which he considered objectionabie, 
and which, be said, bad been introduced in the 
billafter Mr. Gladstone had promised to avoid 
al) contentious matter for the remainder of the 
session. In consequence of Lord Salisbury’s op- 
position the objectionable clauses were with- 
drawn. Mr. Labouchére declared that it was a 
perfect farce to bave a representative Gov- 
ernment if the House of Lords was allowed to 
act in such a way asto piace the members of 
the House of Commons in the position of slaves 
of Lord Salisbury. Mr. Labouchére was content 
to leave the country to judge of the subject. 

Tne Right Hon. James Stansfeid, Secretary for 
Scotiand, answering Mr. Sexton in the House of 
Commons this afternoon, said the Government 
bad not the power to compel witnesses to give 
evidence on Oath before the commission ap- 
pointed to investigate the Belfast riots. The 
Government believed, however, it could secure 
ap adequate inquiry with unsworn testimony. 

Mr. Gladstone has written a ietter expressing 
regret that he will not be able to speak at Leeds 
on accourt of engagements elsewhere, the ful- 
fillment of which will be as much as his strength 
will bear. 

It is stated that the Right Hon. M. E. Grant- 
Duff. Governor of the Presidency of Madras, 
India, intends to resign his office in protest 
pzainst Mr. Gladstone’s home rule policy. 

Sir William Vernon-Harcourt, in a speech at 
Derby to-night, said that Lord Carnarvon's 
statement that he did not tell the members of 
the Salisbury Cabinet about his interview with 
Mr. Parneli was nonsense. When a man in the 
position of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland had an 
interview with a man like Parnell everybody 
knew that the interview meant business. Re- 
varding the Land bill, tne speaker said that if 
the landowners did not want it they need not 
have it. 

Mr. Chamberlain, speaking at Barrow, referred 
to the Government’s Irish scheme, especially in 
respect to the Land bill, as unfair to the electors 
on account of its vagueness. The scheme, he 
said, wouid only lead to preter agitation, delay- 
ing bome legisiation. If lreland broke the con- 
ditions embraced in the Land bill, the burden 
wouid fail upon the English taxpayer. % 

Mr. Vincent, referring to Mr. O’Brien’s letter, 
gays that he went to Ireland and visited the 
chief Parneliites simoly to satisfy himself; that 
be certainly was no emissary of the Government, 
and had no idea of negotiating with the Par- 
neljites. 

The elections wil! open in the boroughs on 
July 2 and in the counties on July 5, and will 
end on July it. 

Jobn Bright will address the electors of Bir- 
mingbam on July 1. Mr. Schnadhorst declines 
to enter the contest, leaving the field open to 
Mr. Collings. Tine Grand Council of Conserva- 
tives has decided to contest the Bordesley Divis- 
jon whether Mr. Collings or a Gladstonian be 
nominated by tne Liberals. Wilfred Blunt will 
rapes Mr. Chamberlain.

Lonvon, June 24.—During the perform- 
ance of the opera of ** Don Giovanni” at Covent 
Garden to-night, in which M. Maureland Mile. 
Valda, the new American prima donna, took the 
honors, I had an interview with Col. Mapleson in 
his box. Hesaid he had completed his operatic 
arrangements for the next two years. Gis pro- 
gramme is as follows: Mme. Patti will sing in 
“Tne Barber of Seville’ for the Colonel's benetit 
in this city, after which he will take his company 
onatour through Ireland and the provinces, 
opening at Dublin on Sept. 15 for a season of 
two weeks. Hewill then fill engagements at 
Manchester, Liverpool, Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
* Newcastle, Leeds, Birmingham, and Brighton. 
He will then sail for New-York, opening a sea- 
son of two weeks at the Academy of Music on 
Jan. 2. Next he will visit Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Washington, Pittsburg, Clevelund, Minne- 
apolis, and St. Paul, and arrive in St. Louis in 
time to take partin the musical festival in that 
city. The payment of salaries to the artists will be 
suspended during the time they are on the road. 
Aftu: the St. Louis festival the company wiil go 
to San francisco, where they will sing for four 
weeks, opening on April 3. Returning eastward, 
they willreach Chicago in time for the musical 
festival there, which will be held in the 
new hall erected by the festival man- 
agers. Next the Colonel and his artists will 
sailfor London, giving opera with Mme. Patti 
as thechief attraction ina place,as he said, 
which is now a secret, but the announcement of 
which will be a surprise to everybody. Col. 
Mapleson admits that his operatic ship lost 
some spars on her last voyage, but believes that 
she is still in good sailing condition, and will be 
for many years to come.

United 
Ireland to-day accuses Mr. Jonn Walter, mem- 
ber of Parliament, the proprietor of the Times, 
of having invented it for the sole purpose of 
doing irreparable injury to the home rule cause 
and to the favorable prospects.of peace between 
England and Ireland. In comparison with this 
fraud on the part of the Times it says Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s sinister intrigues become respectable, 
and Lord Randolph Churchill’s scurrility seems 
only the guileless blackguardism of a street ur- 
chin. ; 

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, June 24.—Oliver Wendell 
Holmes started to-day for Edinburgh. He is 
enjoying robust health. 

Paris, June 24.—The daughter of Dole, 
11 years old, of the Department of Jura, who 
was bitten by a dog on April 27, placed under 
treatment by M. Pasteur, and returned home, 
has, it is now announced, died of hydrophobia. 
Her death occurred on June 17. 

The Chamber of Deputies has appointed a 
special commission of 11 members to inquire 
into and report upor the merits of the pro- 
posed bill to enable the Panama Canal Company 
to raise $120,000,000 by means of a “ lottery loan.” 
Eicht of the 11 members are known to be hostile 
to the measure, while the other three favor it. 


Vienna, June 24.—The Odessa Journal 
states that Herr Krupp is preparing to establish 
_a foundry for the manufacture of cannon at 
Nikolaief, the Russian naval station at the 
junction of the Ingul and Bug Rivers. 


BeRurn, June 24.—After five years of 
deadlock between Prussia and England over 
their respective rights to the appointment of 
the Protestant Bishop of Jerusulem Prussia has 
decided to dissolve the compact of 1841, under 
which the two countries agreed to alternate in 
the appointment, and to found an independent 
Prussian Bishopric at the Holy City. It is 
thought that Dr. Reitter, the German mission- 
on will be the first appointee under the new 
order, 

Herr von Boetticher, German Minister of the 
Interior, in the Bundesrath to-day, on bebulf of 
Emperor Wiiliam, feelingly referred to the ca- 
reer and death of King Louis of Bavaria. He 
said that Germany remembered with gratitude 
the heip King Louis gave in the work of found- 
ing theempire, and expressed sympathy with 
the kingdom of Bavaria and its royal house over 
their bereavement. 





ELECTING A SOCIALISTIC JUDGE.

THE STRANGE SCENE WHICH TOOK PLACE 
IN A ST. LOUIS COURT. 

Sr. Louris, June 24.—There was an inter- 
estipg scene at the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection to-day in connection with the elec- 
tion of aspecial Judge totry the cases of the 
Anarchists charged with indorsing at an un- 
lawful assembiage the actions of their Chicago 
brethren during the Haymarket riot in that 
city. There were only a score of the members 
of the Bar present to participate in the election, 
and the majority of these evidently favored the 
defense, tor William Busch, an outspoken ad- 
vocate of Sovialistic doctrines was chosen. 
Judge Noonan — recognized the _ signifi- 
cance of their choice, and knuwing him 
to be at present visiting in New-York City 
ordered that he qualify by or before 6 o'clock 
this evening, which time was also mentioned for 
anew election should Mr. Busch not appear. 
Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne arose and asked 
leave to enter a nolle prosequi in the cases. 
Judge Noonan answered: “It is exceedingly un- 
fortunate that such a result as you describe 
should be brought about. I do not know how or 
where to fix the responsibility for the delay that 
this selection has caused, except to place it on 
those who participated in the election. Gentle- 
men, before taking part in these elections should 
certainly acquaint themselves with the facts in 
the case. Your nolle prosequi in this case is ac- 
cepted by the court.” New warrants, however, 
were immediately issued for the Anarchists, and 
they will be rearrested, and another Judge will 
be elected to try the cases. 





A MILLIONAIRE’S RECEPTION. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., June 24.—Wilson 
Waddinghbam, the millionaire cattle raiser, who 
has spent a fortune on his palaceat West Haven, 
gave a reception in his big house to-night in 
honor of ex-Representative William H. Law, 
who will start with Mr. Waddingham for San 
Francisco ina day ortwo. It was by long odds 
the largest entertainment of the kind ever given 
in this part of the State. Tne house was beau- 
tifully decorated with flowers, and a New-York 
Caterer attended to the inner comfort of the 
guests. Five hundred invitations were sent out, 
aud the house, big as it is, was thronged from 
topto bottom. Among those whv recvived in- 
vitations were Gov. Harrison, ex-Govs. Inger- 
so!l end English,many members of the Yale 
Faculty, and nearly all the professional and 
business men of New-Haven. 





PE SAW THE EDITOR IN PRIVATE. 

Berre, Montana, June 24.—Yesterday 
afternoon George Miller, of Anaconda, conceiv- 
ing himself to be wronged by the publication in 
the Daiiy Miner of letters from Anaconda con- 
cerning bis daughter, who eloped and was mar- 
ried here, armed himself with a six-shooter and 
went to the newspaper office and asked to see 
Editor C. 8. Ziegentuss in private. He met the 
editor at tne head of the stairs, and upon seeing 
him drew his revolver and said, “Vil fix you 
here.” Ziegentuss threw up Miller’s arm just as 
the latter fired, and the buliet entered the wall. 
The two men clinched, and Editor Ziezenfuss 
threw his would-be murderer down the stairs, 
falling on him, and almost crushing the life out 
of him. The Anaconda man was hustled out to 
the street and was afterward arrested. Mr. 
Ziegentfuss will not prosecute him.

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THE DIVIDED DEMOCRATS 
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SERIOUS ASPECTS OF THE TARIFF 
DISPUTE, 

THE REPUBLICANS DELIGHTED WITH THE 
QUARREL—MR. RANDALL'S PRETENSE 
OF DRAWING UP A BILL 

WaAsurinoton, June 24.—There is no dis- 
guising the fact that the Democrats in Congress 
have divided on the tariff question, and there is 
also no attempt on the part of the tariff reform 
majority in the House to deny that they are 
now forced to meet the issue squarely, and that 
they must do so in the Fall campaign. The 

of Mr. Randall, hostile as 
the Democratic cause, are re- 
garded not as the result of impulse, but 
of as much premeditation as the intro- 
duction of the Morrison bill, Mr. Randall has 
not introduced a bill. Itis not expected that 
he will. What he desired to accomplish by giv- 
ing notico he bas already accomplished. Mr. 

McAdoo, of New-Jersey, his knight errant, 

supplied Mr. Randall's admirers with as much 

intormation about the alleged bill as was 
thought necessary to be made public for his 
purpose. From what the Republicans have 
heard of the bill and of Mr. Randall’s programme, 
it fits admirably with the general Republican 
scheme of making the Democratic Party 
appear to be incapable and _ indifferent 
to its pledges. They know that the Dem- 
ocrats were pledged to correct the tariff, 
that taxes were to be taken off the necessaries 
and put upon the luxuries. They know that in- 
creasing the tariff would not be accepted asa 
fair construction of the proposition to revise it, 
and that the removal of the tax on tobacco and 
whisky would be considered a wide departure 
from the spirit of the clause relating to lux- 
uries and necessaries, The reform Democrats 
say that the Democrats cannot win by appealing 
to the people merely as protectionists who hope 
to have the support of the Administration in 
the distribution of patronage, but who intend 
to be Republicans all through on_ the 
tariff question. Mr. Morrison’s bill stared Mr. 
Randall in the face. He must do something to 
prevent its passage, so he appealed to a few mis- 
guided or ignorant Democrats for help. The 
help was found, and 35 Democrats voted with 
the Republicans to prevent consideration of the 
bill. Mr. Randall feltsome concern as soon as 
this vote was taken. It began to be reported 
that some of the men who had voted witno him 
would be rejected by their constituents. Soa 
pretense was made necessary. That was easily 
made by ‘announcing that a Pennsylvania 
tariff bill, that was not intended to be in- 
troduced, that could not be reported if 
referred to the Ways and Means Committee, and 
for which Mr. Randall himself would not vote 
if it would be reported and put upon its passage, 
was ready tobe jumped upon by the House. 
The scare, for it wasascare, is kept up by in- 
timations that if Mr. Morrison persists in calling 
up bis bill and getsa hearing the Randall bill will 
be offered as a substitute and adopted. The re- 
liance of Mr. Randall for such a result would be 
not upon the Democrats but the Republicans, 
and he would probably be able to get enough 

Republicans in such an event to pass a bill ob- 

noxious to four-fifths of the Democrats of the 

House and the country. 

There isa great deal of laughter at Mr. Ran- 
dail’s complaint that Mr. Carlisle, in making up 
the Ways and Means Committee, neglected to 
putany protectionist Democrats upon it. If, 
for the Democratic membership of eight, Mr. 
Carlisle had chosen two Democratic protection- 
ists, the committee would have been, to all in- 
tents and purposes, a Republican committee, 
just as Mr. Randallis practically a Republican 
member. It would not have reported a bill to 
reduce the tariff. On the contrary, it would 
have secured the Republican support 
for a proposition to abolish internal rev- 
enue, in order that more import taxes 
could be imposed, and it would have added to 
the rates of duty imposed for the protection of 
favored manufacturers. The biock game of Mr. 
Randall is an unfortunate one for him, while 
fortunate for the public in exposing his’ real 
purpose. It may be sufficient to. prevent. fur-: 
ther attempts at tariff legislation this session. It 
will also’be a sufficient stimulant to the genuine 
Demecrats of the Houseto joinin an address 
to the people that will exhibit the pseudo-Demo- 
crats—Democrats for office and intluence—ino 
their true light before the taxpayers.

ARRIVAL OF THE COMTE DE 

PARIS IN ENGLAND. 
IMPRESSIVE SCENE AT TREPORT BE- 
FORE HIS DKEPARTURE—POLITICAL AS- 
PECTS OF THE EXPULSIONS, 
Dispatch to the Courrier des Etats-Unis, 

Paris, June 24.—Public opinion is very 
greatly excited over the turn which the move- 
ment for the expulsion of the Princes has taken. 
It is no longer doubted that the Senate in voting 
for the law of exile adopted in the Chamber 
did so as the direct result of a pressure 
brought to bear by the Ministry on the 
Republican majority. Among the Senators of 
the Moderate Left 30 were unwilling to vote for 
the law, but they were induced to absent them- 
selves from the Senate Chamber, and their ab- 
sence in reality decided the fate of the -bill of 
expulsion. If all these moderate Republicans 
had only had the courage of their convictions, 
and bravely voted ‘“*No” with MM. Bardour 
and Casimir-Perier, the bill to expel the Princes 
would have been rejected by the Senate. 

Several Republican journais, while insisting 
on the execution of the law in regard to the 
Princes, now demand that the Ministry shall 
show the same energy in dealing with the An- 
archists and enemies of public order which it 
has displayed toward the royal pretenders. 
They insist that the Princes were in no 
sense dangerous to the peace or tran- 
quillity of the republic, while Rochefort, 
Basly, Camélinat, and their followers are a 


constant menace to the Government of France. 
But it does not appear that M. de Freycinet is 
disposed to attack the Auarchists, which would 
be displeasing to the Radicals, with whor, on 
the contrary, he seems to be thoroughly in har- 
mony. It is reported to-day that in a conference 
with the chief of the Radical Party, the President 
of the Council promised to follow the ex- 
umple of M. Granet, the Radical Minister of 
Posts and ‘elegraphs, and push actively the 
work of * purifying the administration,” which 
means simply the removal of officers and em- 
ployes of the Government who do not belong’ to 
the Redical Party, and the appointmeht in their 
places of protégés of M. Ciémenceau and bis 
friends. 

The departure of the Prince was made in the 
midst of a calm which has proved that the law 
pronouncing their exile was entirely uncrliied for. 
A large crowd, it is true, witnessed the departure 
Jast evening of Prince Napoleon, but it was com- 
posed principally of curious citizens who wishea 
to look at the Prince. Some of the overzealous 
friends of the pretender tried to provoke a dem- 
onstration, but their efforts were met with an 
indifference which was quite general in the 
throng which saw the Prince leave. 

The scene at the departure from the Chateau 
d’Eu was much more impressive. The popula- 
tion of the neighborhood showed genuine sor- 
row, and evidences of regret were very numer- 
ous when it was learned that the Comte de Paris 
and his family were about to depart. Yesterday 
au imposing array of delegations visited the 
Chateau d’Eu to pay their last respects 
to the exiled family. Among them were 200 
Senators and Deputies, who gave to the demon- 
stration a significant character. The law of 
expulsion has thus had for one of its results the 
public announcement of the fact that one- 
quarter of the national representatives regard 
the Comte de Paris as the legitimate King of 
France. 

To-day fa funeral calm reigned at Tréport. 
whence the Comte and Comtesse de Paris, ac- 
companied by their eldest son, the Duke of Or- 
leans, were to embarkfor England. The au- 
thorities thought it necessary to makea grand 
display of troops, but this precaution was super- 
fluous, and served only to render more sol- 
emn the embarkation of the man whom 
the .monarchists will call from this day 
Philippe VII. During the passage of the 
party from the Chateau d’Eu to Tréport, a dis- 
tance of about 8 kilometers, the exiled family 
received many evidences of respecttul sympa- 
thy. The inhabitants of the neighboring vil- 
lages assembled ail along the route, lining the 
roads along which the carriages bearing the 
Princes and their followers passed. The same 
scenes were re-enacted at Tréport. When the 
steamer on which the exjles bad taken passage 
left the pier a number of * vivas” were heard on

Paris, June 24.—The Duc de Chartres 
will accompany the Comte de Paris to England 
and afterward return to France. The Duc 
d’Aumale and the Prince de Joinville will live 
together in retirement. The annual hunting 
meetings at Chantilly Forest have been stopped. 
Prince Jerome (Plon-Plon) is at Genevaen route 


to Italy to bring the Princess Clotilde (his wife) 
and their daughter to spend a season of three 
months at Prangins, Switzerland. 

The Comte de Paris left the Chateau d’Eu at 11 
o’clock to-day. Just before his departure he 
stood surrounded by his familyin the principal 
entrance of the chfteau and bade farewell to the 
1,200 persons who had called to convey to him 
theirsympathy. The assemblage was sorrow- 
ful, but orderiy, and after the Comte’s depart- 
ure dispersed quietly. The journey from the 
chateau to Tréport was made without any dem- 
onstrations. The Comte embarked at Tréport for 
England at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon. He will 
assume the title of Marquis of Harcourt and re- 
main incognito while in England. A brilliant 
company, including the Rothschilds, are await- 
ing the Comte’s arrival at Dover. 

At Tréport the guay, streets, and windows 
were filled with spectators to see the departure 
of the Princes, Customs officers and mounted 
police preserved order. The route to the quay 
was lined with two companies of regulars. ‘I'bere 
were many Senators, Deputies, and other frienda 
of the Princes at the quay. On the arrival of 
the carriages at the quay cries of “ Vive la 
France !” ** Vive le Comte de Paris!" and * Au 
revoir!" were raised. When the bridge was 
hauled up the Comte raised his hat and ex- 
claimed, ** Vive la France |’? which was met by 
renewed cries of ** Vive le Comte de Paris!” The 
steamer departed amid enthusiastic cheering. 
The Princes stood at the stern of the vessel wav- 
ing their buts, ‘he crowds dispersed in an or- 
derly manner. No arrests were made. The 
Comtesse de Paris will return to the Chateau 
d’Eu to-morrow. 


Lonpon, June 24.—The Comte de Paris 
and his party arrived at Dover this evening, and 
met with an enthusiastic reception. Their jand- 
ing was delayed by stormy weather. The party 
consisted of the Comte and Comtesse de Paris, 
the Duc de Chartres, the Duc d’Orleans, and 50 
companions. They were received by a large 
crowd. ‘The Mayor and chief magnates of the 
town boarded the vessel, welcomed the party, and 
expressed sympathy with them, and presented an 
address to the Comte de Paris, to which the lat- 
ter made a feeling reply, in which he said he re- 
joiced that ne had so many friends in England, 
An address from Frenchmen in all parts of 
Great Britain was also presented to the Comte. 
Many of the Compte’s companions afterward 
returned to Paris. 


A ROYAL MANIFESTO. 
THE COMTE DE PARIS PROTESTS AGAINST 
HIS EXPULSION, 
Lonpon, June 25.—The Comte de Paris 
has issued the following manifesto: 


“T am constrained to leave my country. I 
protest in the name of justice against the vio- 
jence done me. am passionately at- 
tached to my country, whose misfortunes 
have rendered her still dearer to me. 
I lived there without infringing the laws. For 
tearing me thence a moment was chosen just 
as 1 had returned, happy in having formed 
a fresh tie between France andafriendly nation. 
in proseribing me, vengeance is taken in my 
person on 3,500,000 voters who, on§ Oct. 4, con- 
demned the faults of the republic, which 
sought to intimidate those daily detach- 
ing themselves from the present régime. In 
me is prosecuted the monarchical principle 
transmitted as a trust by him who had so nobly 
preserved it. It is desired to separate from 
France the head of the glorious family 
which guided her course for nine cen- 
turies in the work of national unity, 
and which, associated with the people 
anke in good and in evil fortune, founded her 
prosperity aud grandeur. The hope is cherished 
that France has forgotten the happy and 
peaceful reygn of my grandfather, and the 
more recent time when my brother and 
uncles fought loyally under her flag in the 
ranks of ber vriiant army. These calcu- 
Jations will prove fallacious. Taught by 
experience, France willgjnot be misled as 
to either the cause or the author of the 
ills she suffere. She wili recognize that the tra- 
ditional monarchy, by its modern  prin- 
ciple and by its institutiona, can 
aloue furnish the, remedy. This national 
monarchy, Of which I am the representative, 
can alone reduce the importance of the men of 
disorder who threaten the repose of the country, 
can alone secure political and re- 
ligious liberty, restore public fortune, 
give our democratic society a strong 
Government opened to all, superior to parties, 
and with a etability which will be in the 
eyes of Hurope a pledge of lasting peace, It 
is my duty to labor without respite in_ this 
work of salvation, and with the aid of 
God and the co-operation of all those who share 
my faith in the future I will accomplish it. The 
republic ig afraid. In striking me it marks me 
‘out. I have confidence in France, and at the de- 
cisive hour T shalt be ready.”

They have a military as well as a 
political organization extending into every 


county, city, and villagein the southern part of 
the Territory. Campbell and his followers are 
scouring the country making inflammatory 
speeches, and they mean mischief.

A MYSTERY OF THE OCEAN,

WHAT THE SIGNALS OF A BRITISH MER- 
CHANTMAN REVEALED. 


Boston, June 24.—The American bark 
Martha Davis, Capt. S. M. Benson, arrived at 
this port this morning from the Philippine Isl- 
ands. Capt. Benson reports a most singular 
circumstance which occurred on the 15th of 
May last in latitude 13° north and longitude 27° 
20’ west. The Martha Davis passed two barks, a 
Norweywian, flying the signal “HAH. M. F. B..” 
from Morel Bay, bound for Barbadoes, and 


a stranger, whose name he could not 
learn, but who was evidently a British 
merchautman. Both vessels were standing 
on the same course. When about three miles 
from the barks Capt. Benson saw the two ves- 
sels signaling, and was surprised to read from 
the flags the information that the Captain 
of the British vessel had deserted his ship in mid- 
ocean. He had been assisted by the night 
watch, and had taken with him in the open boat 
14 days’ provisions. The reason given for thi: 
singular act was that the Captain feared arrest 
on arrivipg iu port for having committed some 
offense in the past. The good-will of his crew 
went with him, 

The Norwegian acknowledged the receipt of 
all these signals and asked in reply whether the 
stranger needed assistance; also, his destination 
and the latitude and longitude when the Captain 
deserted. Replies came from the British vessel 
that no assistance was needed. She was from 
New South Wales, and bound for Montreal. The 
Captain had deserted in latitude 40° 22’ south 
and longitude 22° 68’ west. In the opinion of 
Capt. Benson and his officers it was a clear case 
of mutiny, and that the crew of the 
British vessel had either made away with their 
Captain or ** marooned” him. 
cated in the signals when the Captain was said 
to have deserted is 2,000 miles from either the 
African or the Brazilian coast, and the story 
that he bad taken toan open boat that distance 
from land, with but 14 days’ provisions, simply 
to avoid arrest, is not at all plausible. lf the. 
British vessel gave her correct destination she 
would not reach Montreal until about the 10th 
of July, even with fair weather, and not until 
then cxun the fate of her unfortunate Captain be

THE BOARD. OF TRADE SUSTAINED. 

CHICAGO, June 24.—Judge Tuley to-day 
dissolved the temporary injunction in the case 
of L. W. Pitcher against the Board of Trade to 
restrain the latter from interfering with his 


operations on the board pending the hearing of 
his mandamus proceeding. The Judge said there 
had been several similar cases decided by the 
Supreme Court, inallof which it held that it 
had no power to restore a man who had been 
properly expeiled by the board. An injunction 
could not be used to give attirmative re- 
her, and the remedy, if any, was at 
law. Whether the law was a good one 
or not, it must be foilowed by the 
Jower courts. There was nothing to take the 
present case out of the rule in the Fisher case. 
There was nothing to showy that Pitcher did not 
have afair trial. He did not believe any cor- 
poration, whether voluntary or for _ profit, 
Ought to be above and beyond judicial 
supervision where franchise rigbts or 
rights of property were involved, but 
that was immaterial uaslong as the decisions of 
the Supreme Court were what they are. There 
were grave doubts as to whether the corpora- 
tion bad power to delegate power to the Bourd 
of Directors to expel a member, because that 
was penal in its nature; and should be strictiy 
construed; but that was a question solely for a 
court of law to decide. 


SOLID FOR SENATOR EOMUNDS. 
MonTPELIER, Vt., June 24.—The Wash- 
ington County Republican Convention to-day 
was solid for Edmunds, and the delegates gave 
expression to their views in an iron-clad resolu- 


tion in favor of bis re-election to the Senate, 
which was adopted with but asingle dissenting 
voice and no dissenting vote.

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THE COLUMBIA BOYS WIN 


A HASTILY ARRANGED RACE WITH 
THE QUAKERS. 
PREPARATIONS FOR THE GREAT ROWING 
CONTEST BETWEEN YALE AND THE 
UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA TO-DAY. 

Nerw-Lonpon, Conn, June 24.—New- 
Londoners who happened to be out late this 
afternoon were treated to an extra race on the 
Thames, the contestants being the eights from 
from Culumbia College and the University of 
Pennsylvania. With a strong ebb tide and a 
stiff wind in their favor, Columbia won with ease 
by eight lengths in 20:41, or within 9 seconds of 
the best time ever made over this model course. 
Few people saw the race, because it was not 
Known that it was to be rowed until late this 
afternoon. Those who did see it didn’t see much 
of a race, forit was a procession after the first 
quarter of a mile was rowed, with Columbia ia 
front. 

The race came about in this way: The Colum- 
bia boys, who have been rowing in excellent 
form, and who bave a little bit of hard feeling 
toward the University of Pennsylvania boys 
because of the Harlem River affair, were stroli- 
ing around town with a chip on their shoulders. 
They thougbt they could outrow tke Pennsyl- 
vanians and they didn’t hesitate to say 
s0. They wanted to row the friends of 
William Penn’s descefdants after Yale had 
whipped them, but the Quaker eight would 
not agree to row after their race with 
Yale because one member of their crew is ta 
sail for Europe on Saturday, and because the 
crew had arranged to leave here on Friday 
night. The New-Yorkers intimated that the 
real reason was that the Pennsy!vanians wera 
afraid. Then the Quakers got mad and said 
they were not afraid. So this morning, when 
the Quakers came down to their breakfast af 
the Crocker House, they found a challenge from 
the Columbias to row on Mondzy. That th 
Pennsylvanians couldn’t do. But they could 
hurry upd to Columbia’s quarters 
tell them they would row to-day, and 
they did it. Columbia agreed to this 
proposition, and sva race was at once arranged 
tor this atternoon and it Was rowed at 5 o’cloc 
with rather rough water, an ebb tide, and a sti 
breeze, and sticky and altogether uncomfortable 
weather, 

The Quakers, who reached here yesterday, had 
rowed over tne course but twice, and the Co- 
lumbias had the advantage of more practice over 
the tour miles of water they were to cover. But 
both crews were anxious for the practice which; 
the race would give them for the greater races 
of to-morrow, when the Quakers will row the 
Yaleusians, and Saturday, when Columbia will 
pull against Harvard’s eight. Capt. Cowles, cf: 
the Yale crew, had a chance to see his opponents: 
of to-morrow at their best, for he acted as 
referee. He gave the word when the boats bad: 
gotten into position up near the bluff, where 
Yale and Columbia both have their quarters, om: 
the Groton side of the river. The Quakers got: 
into position first and had to wait for 20 min- 
utes for their competitors, who were waiting for 
the arrival of their launch, when the wearers of' 
the blue and white took their place. Capt, 
Cowles gave the word and business begun at 
once, 

The Pennsylvanias caught the water first, and 
they shot away from the New-Yorkers, pulling 
along stroke with a quick recover, 34 to the 
minute. Columbia was doing 36, but the race 
with the red and black kercbief went to the 
front and had the nose of their 58-foot shell 
poked well outin front. They had the advan- 
tage for a quarter of a mile. Their Captain, 
Meikleham, then called on the Columbias, 
and they crawled up on their rivals, 
jJapped them, and then passed them, and 
when the tirst mile flag was passed 
they hada lead of overalength. The Quakers 
worked hard and pulled steadily, aud during tne 
next mile kept well up to their competitors, but 
when they spun by the third mile flag they saw 
the Columbias between an eighth and a quarter 
ofamile ahead of them. Then Capt. Gummey 
asked his meniif this was to be a waik-over. They 
remarked that they didn’t think so, and they 
tugged at their oars like beavers, and befure the 
finish line was crossed they had cut down the 
Columbia’s lead to the eightlengths by which 
they were beaten. 

Columbia had won easily enough in the very 
fast time of 20:41. The Pennsylvanians’ time 
was 21:21, The judges on the boat were T. G. 
Hunter for the University of Pennsylvania and 
A. B. Simmonds for Columbia; at the finish, G. 
Q. Horwitz for Pennsylvania, and Joseph Law: 
rence for Columbia; timekeepers, D. Kennedy 
tor Pennsylvania, and B. R. Pelt for Coiumbia. 
The crews, as they rowed to-day, were made up

The Columbias are very much clatee. over their 
victory, which has stiffened their backbone for 
their race with Harvard. Though defeated, the 
Pennsylvanians are by no means discouraged, 
and to-morrow will strive in every nerve to de- 
feat the Yale crew, which Capt. Bob Cook, their 
trainer, has been decrying, but whose appear- 
ance on the water this evening gives a fishy 
appearance to his statements that they are 
@ werk crew. The Pennsylvanians. believa 
them to be tormiduble rivals, and well they 
may be, for their average weigot is about 163. 
The crew that rowed to-day will row to-morrow, 
and to-night aftera bearty supper, the men 
looked fresh and said they felt_as well as they 
did before the race uf to-day. George Adee, of 
New-York, willact us referee in to-morrows 
race, andthe judges in the bout will be, for 
Yale, F. G. Peters; for Pennsylvania, T. G. 
Hunter; at the finish, for Yale, F. B. Brandage; 
for Pennsyivania, R. Hart; timekeepers, for 
Yale,P. R. Bolton; for Pennsylvania, D. Kenuedy. 

There are seven eight-oared crews here how, 
the Yale University crew having arrived this 
afternoon and the Yale Freshmeu this evening. 
Both the New-Haven eights are in their old 
quarters at Capt. Brown’s, and the Columbia 
boys occupy the house next them. The latter 
use the Yale boathouse, as they were unabie to 
ret a boathouse of their own. They back Yale 
to make a good race against Harvard, and think 
they will make a good showing themselves 
when they meet the beaneaters on Saturs 
day. They look well, row well, and feel well, 
but they havea justiear of the brawny Hares 
vard men, who are rowing in perfect form ana 
areas fine a looking crew as ever sat ina boat, 
Yale wiil do more than any one now expects she 
Can if she defeats them next week, Friday. To- 
morrow’s race is generally conceded to be 
Yale’s as easily as it was Columbia’s to-dry, and 
comparatively little interest is centred in it save 
as a means of ascertaining exactly what Yale 
can do and whether the internal dissensions 
which are said to have troubled her are of any 
consequence. 

Bob Cook has managed to keep the actual 
capabilities of the New-Haveners shrouded in 
mystery, but their practice spin of three miles 
to-night, with a substitute in the shell, shows 
that they are much better than any one ex- 
pected. Butthey are not so good as Harvard's 
old and seasoned crew.

TRYING TO SAVE JAEHNE 


‘ARGUING BEFORE THE COURT OF 
APPEALS FOR A NEW TRIAL. 
GEN. PRYOR INSISTS THAT THE BRIBED AL- 
DERMAN WAS TRIED UNDER THE WRONG 

LAW AND WRONGFULLY CONVICTED. 

Saratoca, N. Y., June 24.—The case of 
The People against Jaechne came up on appeal 
before the Court of Appeals to-day. For the 
appellant Jaehne, Roger A. Pryor and R. S&S. 
Newcombe appeared, Gen. Pryor opening with 
an elaborate argument. De Lancey Nicoll repre- 
sented the prosecution. 

In submitting the points for the appellant 
Gen, Pryor held that the crime of bribery com- 
mitted by a member of*the Common Council of 
the city of New-York was punishable under the 
Consolidation act and not under the Penal Code. 
As the people elected to go for conviction upon 
the first count of the indictment, which was 
jrawn under the Penal Code, discarding the sec- 
pnd count, which was founded upon the Consoli- 
dationact,Gen. Pryor insisted that the conviction 
was against law. In support of this position he 
said that as the Consolidation act was passed 
subsequent tothe passage of the Penal Code it 
superseded itin respect to this crime, and as it 
provides a different penalty under a distinct 
definition of the crime, Jaehne should have been 
tried under the act, which expressly covers such 


offenses as his and which was drawn to makea 
listinction on the side of Jeniency toward munic- 
\pal officers who are invested with less dignity 
sban State ofiicers. 

Passing to the evidence,, which Gen. Pryor 
contended was insufficient to warrant a convic- 
tion, he held that there was no evidence of the 
crime aside from the confession, aud that a con- 
fession was, underthe Criminal Code, insuffi- 
tient without additional proof of the crime. 
Numerous authorities were cited to sustain tts 
plaim. Conceding the confession to be compe- 
tent evidence, still there was no corroborative 
evidence, as required, all the other evidence be- 
ing merely presumptive. Reviewing tiie points, 
nside from the confession, on which conviction 
was secured, Gen. Pryor claimed that they 
showed that Jaehne had no part in the 
dissolution of the injunction against tne Broad- 
way Road; that he was not instrumental in 
bringing about a secret meeting of the board to 
pass the franchise, and that he was honest in his 
support of the measure upon probable grounds 
of public benefit, and bad announced his zeal 
jor the measure long betore there was a whisper 
of any corrupt agreement. The evidence point- 
ed to no time, place, or circumstance of a cor- 
rupt transaction. Forall that appeared at the 
trial the bribery, if any occurred, may have been 
rpommitted outside the State of New-York, and 
the confession, if any were made, was clearly 
made to a person in authority under the press- 
ure of fear as well as the persuasion of hope. 

Mr. Nicoli took up Gen. Pryor’s points in the 
order in which they were made. He quoted the 
acts of the Legislature to show that the indict- 
ment was correctly drawn, and that the Penal 
Code, 1n respect to the Consolidation act, was a 
subsequent act. The question thus becoming 
whether the Penal Code contains a provision for 
the punishment of bribery by a member of the 
Common Council of New-York City, Mr. Nicoll 
guoted copiously to show that Jaehne came un- 
der the category of “any person executing the 
functions of a public office.” Mr. Nicoll then 
broadened his assertion by declaring it to have 
been the manifest intention of the Legislature 
that the only rule governing the punish- 
ment for bribery by all public officers, 
Including members of the Common Coun- 
cil of the city of New-York, should be 
furnished by the Penal Coae, which stands by 
implication as an actsubsequent to the Consol- 
idation act and repealing it. Before the passage 
of the code different penalties attached to the 
Fame crime in different cities of tne State. The 
code provided a uniform rule. Mr. Nicoll ridi- 
culed Gen. Pryor’s claim that the Legislature in- 
tended to impose lighter punishment on bribe 
takers in New-York City than upon like offend- 
era eisewhere, the Consolidation act providing a 
much lighter penalty for bribery than the code. 
On the other hand, if the cdde is not sufficient to 
punish municipal bribery, then no municipal 
oljicer in any city unprovided with a special act 
could be punished for that crime. It was ab- 
surd to suppose the Legislature. meant to leave 
any such loophole. 

Taking up Gen. Pryor'’s other points, Mr. 
Nicoll said the jury was satisfied from ali the 
circumstances that the crime was committed in 
the county of New-York. Hence that point 
fell to the ground, As to what Jaehne told In- 
spector Byrnes, his statement was not strictly a 
confession, as he made it before he was charged 
with any offense, Had it been a confession it 
was admissible, because Jaehne may have 
hoped for som advantage, or he may 
have been affected by some fear created 
by his situation. The statement was not 
obtained by threats, but by stratagem. Mr. 
Nicol went at length into the question of addi- 
tional! evidence, alluding to various points of 
this kind scored at the trial in regard to Jaehne’s 
course from the beginning to the end of the 
Broadway matter; and then, summing up the 
trial, he said the defendant was treated with 
prenerosity and justice by the court, and that the 
charge to the jury, to which the counsel object- 
ed. was masterly and fair, andif anything more 
favorable to the defendant than to the people. 

The case goes on to-morrow.

tails given the public so that each person can 
judge for himself as to the constitution, re- 
sponsibility, and credit of the Exhibition Com- 
pany, and how far the managers can be relied 
on for honest treatment of exhibitors. THE 
Times is about the only journal that hasso far 
given information not apparently manipulated 
by the promoters or officers of the company, and 
to it the public looks to secure the desired 
information. In its issue of May 25, 1885, the 
financial basis on which the company was found- 
ed was explained, fraudulent statements regard- 
ing pretended applicants for space exposed, and 
other facts presented that, to say the least, im- 
paired public confidence in the integrity of the 


management. As the claim is now advanced of 
a reorganization of the company, will it secure 
from Mr. Washburne through its columns the in- 
formation necessary to determine whether the 
reorganization is more than on the surface and 
how far the future control of its affairs will be 
affected by it? The capital stock of the Exbibi- 
tion Company is given at £100,000, According to 
the prospectus one-half of this was given to 
John Robinson Whitley and Gen, Charles B. 
Norton, the promoters. Tie remaining 450,000, 
if allsubseribed and fully paid ror, is available 
to provide buildings and make improvements, 
to pay salaries and expenses of officers, agente, 
&e., advertising, and other expenses, running 
expenses to insure the exhibition being 
kept open the stated time, and protect 
the exhibitors from beingr compelled to 
foot the bilis, the stockholders’ lability 
being limited to the stock held. How much of 
this stock has been subscribed for, at whut vrice, 
and how much tas been paid in on it so far? 
Who are the original subscribers and what num- 
ber of shares to each? Extensiveand numer- 
ous buildings are promised, among them being 
one of iron and glass over a third of a mile long, 
another $00 feet, and an observatory 200 feet 
high. What are the buildings and improve- 
ments to cost? Have they been commenced? 
How far bave they progressed, and bow much 
so farexpended onthem? The £50,000 of stock 
mentioned as having been given to Whitiey and 
Norton, the promoters, is consequently not 
available to increase the company’s money re- 
sources. Upon the discovery that Norton’s rec- 
ord was public he retired from the management 
and, it has been stated, gave up his portion of 
the stock to Whitley. By whom and in what 
amounts is their original stock now held and 
was it heid (say) Oct. 1, 1885? How much, also, 
of the first £50,000 of stock was purchased 
by or for Whitley? The so-called ‘*Coun- 
cil of Welcome” is composed of English- 
men, who were led to lend their names, 
thinking in so doing they were in some 
way complimenting and showing good feeling 
for the American people. Neither that body 
nor the ** General Council” has anything to do 
with the management of the exhibition unless 
Permitted by suffrance. They seem, however, 
to be put forward to convey an opposite im- 
pression among the uninitiated, 60 as to secure 
exhibitors. The “ Executive Council” solely (of 
which Whitley is Chairman) controls the oper- 
ations of the company. It is, therefore, the 
personal character of its members and con- 
trolling officers that is of vital importance to 
the exhibitor, for upon it he must depend for 
the kind of treatment he is to experience, as has 
been heretofore evidenced under like circum- 
stances. Of them, as it is understood to be com- 
posed, but little seems to be known here, und 
that comes principally through company chan- 
nels. We are told that Lord Gower’s great- 
grandfather, a hundred years ago, did some- 
thing complimentary to the American colonies, 
but as he is dead he cannot exert any influence 
over his descendant in this matter. Applin, be- 
sides being member of the council, is * Secretary 
of the Association,’ (company,) having been 
promoted from “ Assistant Secretary.”” Who 
is he? Also. Farrington, “of New-York 
and London;”* Robert W. Furnas, “of Ne- 
braska;” 3B. Landreth, of Philadelphia 
who is now mentioned as * Resident Director in 
the United States,” and Dorsey, who was stated 
as also holding the office of Consulting En- 
gineer? John Gilmer Speed, who assisted Whit- 
ley in his Lincrusta-Walton patent negotiation, 
(his Assignee’s advertisement of personal proper- 
ty to be sold Oct. 31 last included one share of that 
stock in the list) is ** Vice-President” and ** Secre- 
tary of the Exhibition.” Hehas passed through 
the grades of “Special Commissioner” ana 
** Commissioner-Genera!,”’ and had charge of the 
interests of the company in this country. John 
Robinson Whitley is now mentioned as * Vice- 
President of tbe Exhibition,” heretofore as 
** Director-General” aud * Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Council” and its chief executive officer. 
Formerly he, with Norton, the :** Vice-Cbhair- 
man;” Applin, and Dorsey, (the last two em- 
ployes,) made four out of the seven membtrs, 
and, voting together, controlled the company’s 
operations. Under the circumstances it 1s fair 
to presume that Whitley, with his upparent 
shrewdness, still controls the council’s acts, 
whoever be may have substituted in it or made 
officers, and directly or indirectly has secured 
a majority of the company’s stock to secure him 
in power. It is therefore important to know 
who he isund his previous business history. 
Will Mr. Washburne or others enlighten your 
readers on these points and obtain and give Mr, 
Walton's version of the basis of the suit against 
Whitley in regard to the Lincrusta-Waiton pat- 
ents,and bow the latter beeame possessed in a 
“jegal way’? of a three-quarters interest _in 
them, of which mention has been made? In- 
formation is also desired regardiog the interests 
in the company held by any new members of 
the council, and how they were obtained; also, 
how the numerous and various officials are to be 
compensated for their services in the matter. 
The truth is, Mr. Editor, these exhibitions, where 
not under tte control of foreign Governments, 
seem to have become schemes which, though 
created witha plausible object, are furthered by 
glowing promises anda liberal use,in nominal 
positions. of prominent names, Calculated to 
give confidence and to result in the exhibitors 
being made to suffer. Experience has shown 
that once having taken and paid for space in 
them their tribulations begin. Various pre- 
texts for exorbitant charges and unex- 
pected demands have been culled into 
play, and they are levied upon for al- 
most wunstinted tribute in various ways. 
At the Centennial, the New-Orleans Exhibition, 
and the Boston Foreign “xhibition—all with 
well known and very respectable gentlemen 
composing their boards of controli—loud com- 
plaints were heard of such treatment, and at the 
jutter resuited in open revolt of the entire body 
of exhibitors and publicity of the matter 
througn the press. In the proposed London 
Exhibition matter Whitley wus the associate of 
Norton at the time of the promulgation of the 
statements whose incorrectness your journal 
has partly exposed in the article referred to. In- 
guiries regarding the company made throuch 
commercial channels hove produced unsatistac- 
tory responses, and those of the officiais are met 
by general statemegts with the mention of 
prominent persons who are represented as “sat- 
isfied of its solidity, and that its managers are 
ali right.” But the time is past when such 
statements or hames have weight with the 
average business mat, who requires the facts 
and details upon which such opinion, if truly 
reported, is founded, that he may judge 
and decide for himself regarding it. The 
fact that well-intentioned persons, however 
prominent they may be, have been ied into a 
possibly incorrect belief docs not help the mat- 
ter. If this scheme is other than speculative, 
bas sufficient financial strength, and ts organized 
in such a way and controlled by persons in whose 
management unquestioned confidence can be 
placed, it can bear and should court the fullest 
investigation and publicity. If otherwise, it is 
the duty of the press to fully expose it in detail, 
and by so doing protect the 3,000 of our mer- 
chants, manufacturers, 4nd inventors that are 
solicited to place themselves in the power of its 
managers. The attempt to give a national char- 
acter to an enterprise inaugurated by and under 
the control of a foreign corporation that appeals 
to American patriotism to aid it, coupled with 
the use of names of politicians, officials, and 
others to give it a false credit, and behind whom 
is hidden its real composition, and the large 
number of our citizens whose interests are 
sought{to be involved, creates a public question 
which requires rizid investigation and the widest 
publicity. In view of this fact the commercial 
public will appreciate your aid in securing it.

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A JURY NOT YET SECURED. 


ONLY THREE JURORS IN THE BOX TO TRY 
THE ANARCHISTS, 

Cxr10aco, June 24,—Up to the time of 
‘adjournment of Judge Gray’s court this evening 
126 persons bad been examined as_ to 
their qualifications to sift as jurymen in 
the Anarchist trials, and only three 
had been accepted. Nothing was added 
to the progress made yesterday until late in the 
afternoon, when two more jurymen were agreed 
upon. Up tothat time events had been unin- 
teresting, not to say tiresome. Challenge fol- 
lowed challenge in quick succession during the 


forenoon, the defense lessening its quota of 
peremptory challenges by nearly a dozen, while 
the Stat was more frugal. The two 
jurors chosen to-day are mere boys in 
manner and appearance, -and but little 
more in years. 8. G. Kandall is 23 years old and 
beardless. He has close-cropped light hair, 
large ears, rather thick lips, and high cheek 
bones, broad brows, high forehead, but thin 
hatchet-shupead head. Theodore Denker, 
the other, is 21 years old. His com- 
plexion is light’ and his face smooth. 
He is rather stouter than Randall, but 
not greatiy unlike him in general appearance. 
Both gave intelligent answers to all questions 
asked them, and yave evidence of more than 
ordinary intellectual breadth and intelligence. 
‘ne prisoners took their places, smiling on all 
they knew, and most of them were soon ab- 
sorbea in reading newspapers, though Parsons 
and Schwab were busy taking notes of earlier 
proceedings. 

Isaac Freeman, looked upon as probably the 
second juror to prove acceptable to both sides, 
was excused by State’s Attorney Grinnell. F. H 
Medbury, examined yesterday, and one of 
the four presented by the State, was 
examined by the defense. He was chal- 
lenged tor cause and tie challenge was 
sustained. Drusgist M. S. Barrett met 
with a like fate. 8. G. Randall, a seedsman, had 
formed no opinion asto the guilt or innocence 
of the accused, and knew none of the counsei or 
policemen at Haymarket or any of the 
accused; knew nothing about the princi- 
ples of the Socialists, and had no preju- 
dice against them. He had no scruples against 
eapital punishment. He believed in the main- 
tenance of Jaw, and had no sympathy with those 
who tried to overthrow it, T. H. Dowd had a 
prejudice against Socialists, Communists, or 
Anarchists. The court would not permit him to 
answer as to whether he would be in- 
fluenced by the fact that the defendants 
were shown to be either of those classes. 
Dowd thought he could render a verdict in ac- 
cord with the evidence, but the defense chal- 
lenged him peremptorily. The defense accept- 
ed J Cole, 8S. G. Randall, Martin Levy, 
a traveling salesman who had taken a 
drink with Attorney Solomon, who 
is one of the lawyers for the defense, 
four years ago, and Theodore Denker, a shipping 
clerk, who had an opinion but thought it might 
be changed by evidence. The offense of Levy 
taking a drink with Attorney Solomon was too 
serious to be overlooked, and he was peremp- 
torily challenged by States Attorney Grinnell. 
The other three proved satisfactory, and Mr. 
Grinnell accepted them. 

Before the court adjourned Judge Gary asked 
if the lawyers were willing that the three jurors 
alread chosen should have the daily papers. 
Capt. Black said he would only consent on con- 
dition that everything pertaining to the trial be 
clipped out before they saw them. 

: “Well, who’sto do the clipping?” asked the 
udve, 

“We want to be sure that everything is cut 
out except the news,” interposed Capt. Black, 
“and we mean to look after it.” 

Lawyer Zeisler said he would cali on Mr. Grin- 
neil every morning, and they together arrange 
to clip them. 

“if jurors are to see the papers,” saia the 
Judge, **they’ll want them with their coffee.” 

It was finaliy agreed that the papers should 
not be given them until some one representing 
each side bad overlooked them. 

Major J. H. Cole, the first man chosen on the 
jury, is 53 years old, and would be accounted 
anywhere a good looding, intelligent man. He 
wears eyeglasses and dresses in gray. He was 
born in Utica, Y.. and has lived in 
Vermont, Tennessee, Ohio, and I)linois. In 
1860 §«he was a railroad’ clerk, but 
enlisted a year Jater at Cleveland, joining the 
Forty-first Ohio as a Captain to quit the service 
as a Major. Major Cole during the_ freight 
handlers’ strike was employed by the Burling- 
ton Road to instruct the new men howto handle 
freight. Since then_he has been engaged in 
business. He is an Episcopalian, is prejudiced 
against Socialists, Communists, aud Anarchists, 
but says he feels sure he can give the accused 
men a fair trial.

HELD FOR STEALING COAT. 
STRATFORD, Conn., June 24.—Postmaster 
Clark, of Birminghum, who has been investigat- 
ing the systematic thefts from coal barges lying 
at Stratford docks, brought his second victim 


1t was Henry 
Miller, Captain of the barge 8. T. Billmayer, 
who was arrested in New-Huaven two days ago.

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MARCHING IN THE RAIN

CELEBRATION OF THE BIRTHDAY 
OF PROVIDENOE, 


YORK THE CENTRE OF ATTRACTION— 

A GREAT DAY FOR RHODE ISLAND. 
Provrpencr, R. L, June 24.—The beauti- 
ful weather which had prevuiled for a fortnight 
in this section of New-Engiland entirely disap- 
peared when the time came for the celebration 
of the two hundred ana fiftieth anniversary of 
the settlement of Providence. Yesterday, the 
first and civic day, the weather was a trifle 
stormy, and at evening it seemed as though the 
clouds would clear away before daylight, but 
during the night the wind settled in the vorth- 
east and the clouds let down a deluge woich pro- 
duced a strange effect. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of yards of broad red material had been 
hung upon the store and house fronts, the dye 
of which Was washed out, and collected in large 


pools on the sidewalks and in the gutters, giv- 
ing the city the appearance of having passed 
through a great and sanguinary conflict. 

Never in the history of Providence had so 
extensive preparations been made by the citi- 
zens for a public demonstration. From every 
conceivable point bunting, streamers, and alle- 
gorical paintings were hung, the prevailing 
color very singularly being yellow, ail the dec- 
orators having made up quantities of flags of 
that color. Another remarkable feature of the 
decorations was that all ot the companies select- 
ed the butterfly as a model,so that to-davya 
huge swarm of those insects seemed to have 
alighted on the buildings of Providence. From 
early dawn until the hour for starting the pro- 
cession at 10 o'clock a fine drizzling rain 
prevailed, and when the signal gun was 
fired for the line to move a steady rain 
set in. The procession was xrand in point of 
numerical strength, as well as general make-up, 
and no portion of the line, as originally laid out, 
excepting the tableau cars was omitted, The 
most brilliant part of the Jine was the First 
Division, which included the local_and visiting 
military organizations. The First Light Infan- 
try Regiment and Veteran Association, the 
crack organizations of the State, had for their 
guests the Seventh New-York Regiment Vet- 
eran Association, the Boston Tiger active and 
Tiger Veterans’ Company, Sixth Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia of Fall River, and Companies 
Eand F, First Battalion, R. I. M., of Westerly. 

The Seventh Veterans brought Cappa’s Band 
with them, and the fine music of that famous or- 
ganization overtopped anything in the jine, dis- 
counting all the bands gatherea from the New- 
England States. The Infantry Veterans and their 
guests discarded overcoats and marched over 
the six milesof route through the rain like 
stoics, receiving a continuous ovation for their 
excellent bearing, the Seventh Veterans com- 
ing infor more thana generous share of the 
applause. The general opinion was that the 
Seventh Veterans gave the line a finishing 
touch, and the impression they made must be 
very flattering tothe command. They brought 
with them astheir principal guest Dr. Sefior 
Don Antonio Marie Soteido, the Venezuelan 
Minister at Washington and a distinguished dip- 
lomate, 

The line was about 10,000 strong, and, being 
skillfully handled by Col. Robert H. I. Goddard 
and acorps of experienced aides, it was moveu 
promptly on time and kept in continuous mo- 
tion, about two hours being required for it to 
passa given point. <All the military, secret so- 
cieties, Masonic excepted,and the temperance 
and beneficial organizations, were represented, 
the French societies turning out well, with ex- 
tremely full ranks. The Governor’s Foot Guards, 
of Connecticut, were represented by the Hart- 
ford company, and were the guests of the United 
Train of Artillery. After the parade the New- 
York and Boston organizations were escorted to 
the Infantry Armory, where a banquet was held, 
followed by a grand jollification in the company 
and veteran rooms, which was kept up until 
time to go to the hote! and from there to the 
boat. The Seventh Veterans were bodily shaken 
up rounding Point Judith on their eastern trip 
and expected a rough time going west. 

While the military and French beneficial so- 
cicties were banqueting a trade procession was 
tormed, which was longer even than the mili- 
tary line, and which moved over a still more ex- 
tensive route. The merchants and manufactur- 
ers having made elaborate preparations for this 
portion of the celebration, made sacrifices of 
their goods and effects rather than draw out of 
the line and disappoint the people, and the re- 
sult was that all admitted that they had never 
seen such a procession outside of Boston and 
New-York. Thousands upon thousands of 
strangers were In the city, most of whom seemed 
to take root where they first stopped in the early 
morning, as both processions passed over the 
same streets in the central part of the city. 
But little peculation was complained of, as 
the detectives were at the steamboat wharves and 
railroad station, and immediately escorted the 
pickpockets, eleven in number, to the City Hall, 
and from there to the Central Police Station, 
where they were kept in limbo all day. 

There were two bailoon ascensions at five 
o'clock, but as the air was very heavy the aero- 
nauts made short trips, Janding a few miles out 
from the city. The display of fireworks was 
necessarily postponed until to-morrow evening, 
as were also the promenade concerts. The day 
passed off without any accident or disturbances 
worth chronicling. Had the weather been pro- 
pitious the celebration as a whole wouid have 
been ten times as brilliant, but as it was the 
citizens are elated over the event.

THE AMERICAN 1ROSACHS. 


TWZLVE HOURS OF RIVER SCENERY, HIS- 
TORIC SPOTS, AND MOUNTAIN PICTURES. 
A pleasure trip by land and by water, 

by steamboat, stage coach, and railway, through 

beautiful river scenery and mountain piotures 
has been arranged by the managers of the Erie 

Railway and other transportation lines and was 

successfully begun yesterday. The new tour, 

which occupies a little less than 12 hours, has been 
called the American Trosachs after the Scotch 
tour of that name. The party which yesterday 

tested the American Trosachs consisted of a 

number of gentiemen connected with railways 

and steamboats, and several representatives of 
the press. Jolin N. Abbott, the General Passen- 
ger Agent of the Erie Railway, was in command. 

The party started from this city soon after8 
o’clock on the steamer Albany, of the Day Line, 
which conveyed it up the romantic Hudson as 
tar as Newburg. The attention of the tourists 
during this interesting portion of the trip was 
attracted from the scenery by a substantial 
Junch, which had been spread in the saioon of 
the steamer.

COMTE DE PARIS TALKS, 


. "% i Hie aa : 
HIS VIEWS OF BANISHMENT AND A GLIMPSE 
OF HIS HOME LIFE, 
Paris Dispatch to the’ London Times, Fune 10. 


‘have bad the honor of being received by the 
Comte de Paris. Passing last night at Tréport, 
I found its population of honest fishermen 
aghast at the threat of expulsion leveled against 
the family of the Comte de Paris. As soon ag 
it was known that I came from Paris, and in- 
tended to go to Eu, I was surrounded and ques- 
tioned as to whether the bill would really be 
adopted; and on replying in the affirmative I 
saw the weatherworn faces become still and more 


gloomy, while the women, as rough as the men, 

being accustomed to the hardest toil, shed tears 
over the fate of cette belle famille. 

The Comte de Paris having announced that he 
would receive me at 10 0’clock this morning, I 
entered the courtyard as the mansion clock was 
striking, and was ushered by the Comte Othenin 
d’Haussonville, who was on duty with the 
Prince, into a small ground floor room, where 
he asked me to wait. It wasasmalland simply 
furnished library, adjoining the study of the 
Ccmte de Paris, who entered in a few minutes. 
I thanked him for receiving me, and ex- 
Dlained that I had not come to interview 
him, but simply to express my sincere sym- 
pathy at his being menaced with the bitterness 
Of exile. ‘*Ob,” he replied, “I have no occasion 
to ask for secrecy in this case more than in so 
many others. I have not to conceal having 
spoken with you any more than to ask you to 
conceal it, When I learned at Talavera station 
that an expulsion bill had heen submitted to 
the Chamber, I did not think of myself, nor 
even of my family; Ithought of my country. 
I was a prey to profound sorrow, as [ felt that 
aiter 100 years of conflicts and discord the era 
of proscriptions is not over, and that sons of 
France would ugain be seen wandering homeless 
on 8 foreign soil.” 

, here do you intend to go, Monseigneur, if, 
as is expected, the billas regards yourself per- 
sonally and the Duc d‘Orléans ig passed?” “TI 
have not yet quite decided; but my lean- 
ings are for England. I am receiving from 
that country so many and euch pressing 
proofs of almost general arunpachy. there 
reach me so many touching letters, even 
from persons whom I do not know, that it 
would be difficult for me at present to choose 
any other piace of refuge. Icannot go to Ger- 
many. Austria would remove us too far from 
our beloved France. I know too well, from an 
experience which I have not had time to forget, 
what a centre of intelligence London is not 
to be irresistibly attracted to it. I have 
thought, indeed, of Switzerland; but I 
can go there afterward, for have no 
intention of settling permanentiy in one spot. 
I do not think of buying a house or forming a 
regular establishment. Formerly, in my pre- 
vious exile, I had a fixed residence, because my 
position was ditferent. I was not the unques- 
tioned head of the royal family of France, and 
I could await the course of events without any 
neglect of duty. This state of affairs exists no 
longer. Ido not entirely renounce the hope of 
returning tu my country, for, even under its 
present form of government, I cannot believe 
that this persecution will last forever, and that 
France will not open her doors to all her chil- 
dren. For this reason I do not mean to settle 
anywhere permanently. I shall move about, 
We shall fancy that we are traveling, and we 
shall have acbange of scenes without a change 
of hope.” 

‘it being probable that the proposal will be 
adopted banishing simply yourself and the Duc 
d@’Orléans and allowing the other Princes to re- 
main on & more or less tolerable footing, will 
those Princes follow you?” ‘ Asto my brother, 
Ihave already distinctly intimated to him my 
desire that he should remain. As he will have 
the right of doing so,I am anxious that he 
should remain if I cannot, and that ne should 
reside in this country, whence I am banished. I 
have already toid you thatI do not intend to 
settle anywhere. I cannot require him to move 
about with me and to regard as his residence the 
place in which I may live, according to circum- 
stances or to my preferences, It will be a con- 
solation for me to know that he is here, and [ 
know too well his affection for me not to exert 
my authority and make him stay ip France. There 
has been much talk of tne Due d’Aumale, and 
when he kuew in what way he had been defended 
from inclusion in the banishment he was much 
pained. He accordingly lost no time in coming 
to see me and having the fact announced every-~ 
where. This wasthe best way of replying to 
this explanation of his stay in France. 1 will 
say of him what I have said of the Duc de 
Chartres. I cannot inflict peregrinations on him, 
He has not, like me, the duties of the exception- 
al situation in which this law places me, for it 
gives me so exceptional and distinct a situation 
thatif [ had assumea it myself it would have 
been imputed to measacrime. In severing me 
trom the restof my family Lam classed mdre 
formally than I have ever classed myself, and if 
my pride exceeded my patriotism [ could not 
but be delighted at it. As tothe other Princes, 
they bave never figured in politics, and have 
confined themselves to the desire to serve their 
country. It is therefore fair that they should 
be left untouched, and it would be strange if I 
showed them greater harshness than our adver- 
saries have shown them.” * * 

At this moment it was announced that lunch 
wus ready on the first story,on which is the 
dining room. Besides the Comte and Comtesse 
de Paris, there were at table the Duc d@’Oriéans, 
Princess Héléne, Princess Isabelle, the Comte 
and Comtesse d*Haussonville and their daugh- 
ters, Dr. Guenernu de Mussy, the inseparable and 
faithful friend of the family; M. Emanuel 
Bocher, the son of the Senator who has always 
defended with so much eloquence the cause of 
the Orleans family: M. Froment, the tutor of 
the young Due d’Orléans, and another friend 
of the household, whose name escapes me. 
The young Duc d’Orléans is 17 years of 
age. He has grown much of iate years. His 
face is intelligent and full of resolution and 
vivacity, and his dark eyes look you tull in the 
face with manly fraukness. He has a resolute 
and decided disposition, He isan indefatigable 
walker, an excellent fencer, swimmer, and 
rider, and aremarkable good shot. He speaks 
correctly and fluently fouror five languaree. 
Although he is not a great enthusiast for litera- 
ture he has a liking for Virgil and Horace, and is 
sufficiently at home in French contemporary 
literature and history to take an intelligent in- 
terest in conversation of the most varied kind. 

Princess Héléne is 15 years old, and, like all the 
children of the Comte and Comtesse de Paris, is 
tull and slim. Her countenance is charming, 
with a smile full of grace and kindness. She has 
a very clear complexion and light hair falling 
round an animated face, The little Princess 
Isabelle 1s 8 years old. She is an attractive child, 
withachubby face and light hair cut short 
over the forehead, but talling in long golden 
ringlets down the back. She speaks Enclish 
fluently, and exercises an indescribable charm 
by her refined manner, intelligent eyes, and 
amiable smile. The Comte de Paris has two 
younger childreu—Princess Louise, who being 
only 4 years old does not appear at meal time 
and is doted on by all, and the last comer, a boy 
ot 2, said to be very robust. 

While I regarded this family, so united, unos- 
tentatious, cordial, and gifted, in a secluded, 
peaceful abode, and on reflecting that at the 
Palais Bourbon preparations were then being 
made to drive it from its country und render it 
homeless, a pang seized me, and as though ail 
present had the same feeling there was a deep 
silence. The master of the house, struck by the 
sadness visible on every countenance, gave a 
signal to the Comtesse de Paris, seated opposite 
him, and all rose.

repres:nting the purposes of such agsoctation to be 
merely henevolent and thus entangling them. At 
the same time the Postmaster-General directs me to 
express his gratification that so few, comparatively, 
could be found to engage in such a scheme, and 
his acknowledgments to thoa» who have kept the 
department informed: Murdoch Hollingshead, Pitts- 
burg and Cinoinnati R. P. O.; George W. Thorn- 
ton, transfer clerk at Cincinnati, ohio; A. G.

The Postmaster-General in further explanation 
of the causes which resulted in the issuance of 
this notice in an’ interview this afternoon said: 
“Several weeks ago information was received 
by the department that a few postal clerks who 
were apparently conscious that there were rea- 
sons for their removal from the service, were en- 
deavoring to enlist the co-operation of postal 
clerks generally in an association to be formed for 
the purpose of interposing their opinion on the 
questions of removals by threatening a strike or 


one time, so as tu Menace the department with 
embarrassment. The attempt to enlist general 
co-operation failed, the greater number of post- 
al clerks who were approached on the subject 
retusing to entertain it. It was the plan of the 
orizinators after the initiation of a member, 
during which he was bound by an oath to 
secrecy and obedience, to secure his resig- 
nation in blank and to have all. the 
resignations in the hands of the Executive 
Committee, to be filed simultaneously, and 
to require the clerks Who were members of the 
association to abandon their runsat a time to be 
fixed. Their object was to maintain their own 
positions and tenure of office. The department 
has waited until the principal ringleaders and 
executive Officers Were certainly known, and 
those removed embrace all those who were spe- 
cially active. In point of fact,” continued the 
Postmaster-General, ** the scheme never secured 
generai favor, and the department is not de- 
sirous of punishing by removal those who bave 
been cheated into nominal co-operation, 
but does not wait for resignation from 
any who have been active in the enterprise. 
It is a curious commentary on the folly of men 
that upon examining the files in the cases of the 
men who are removed by this order it appoars 
that very many of them have been complained 
against for some reason, and their removal 
sought before, but the department had refused 
to make the removals, and the entry had been 
made in their cases for their retention; their po- 
sitions would have been quite secure had they 
not forfeited it by insubordination. The head- 
quarters of the movement has been 1n Indian- 
apolis. Some little effort was made to organize 
at Chicago and other places, but with no suc- 
cess. I do not anticipate the least trouble or in- 
convenience to tte business interests of the 
country in consequence of these removals.” 


A gentleman connected with the Post Office 
Department in this city said last evening that 
the men who had been removed belonged to 


what has been known as the “ Indiana gang." 
These men were the remains of the Tyner- 
Brady-Dorsey gang, and had always managed to 
keep in office. They had always madeit arule 
to work for political ends. and had allowed the 
railway mail service to take care of itself. They 
had banded themseives together, and had of 
course assumed that their union was 
merely of a benevolent nature. When Mr, 
Cleveland became President they practionly in- 
formed the Postmaster-General that if their 
demands were not complied with they would 
withdraw from the service. They seemed to be 
strongly opposed to giving the service a fair re- 
turn for their pay. They had been a very pow- 
erful gang, and had been able to make it so 
warm for Mr. french some time ago that that 
gentleman was obliged to leave the service, 
although his only offense had been to keep the 
members of the gang up to their duty. It was 
a good move to remove these men, and showed 
plainly that the Postmaster-General proposed 
to maintain discipline. 


TWENTY-NINE MORE VETOES. 
THE PRESIDENT SENDS A BATOH OF MES-, 
SAGES TO THE HOUSE 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The President to-day 
sent 20 messages to the House vetoing that number-of 
private pension bills. Three of the bills, giving pen- 
sions to Giles C. Hawley, David T. Klderkin, and 
Andrew J, Wilson, are disapproved because of satis- 
factory proof that the disabilities of the bene- 
ficiuries existed prior to thelr enlistment. ‘The 
bills to pension Charies <A. Chase, Philip 
Arner, George W. Guyse,and James H. Darling are 
disapproved because of the President’s belief that 
their present ills are in no wise the resuit of service in 
the army. ‘ihe bills to pension Sarah Harbaugh, 
Louisa C. Beezeley, Mary Anderson, Sallie West, 
Mary A. Van Etten, Mary Norman, Mary A. Milier, 
and Martha Mcliwain, widows of soldiers, are disap- 
proved becuuse of the absence of proof that tne: 
death of their husbands was due in the remotest 
degree to military sérvice. The objection to legislation 
for the relief of James D. Cotton, W. H. Starr, Heze-' 
kiah ‘liliman, Maria Hunter, Charles Schuler, Jackson, 
steward, and Bruno Schultz is that their cases are now 
u with every pros 
The act granting a 
pension to Mury & Woodson is vyetoed  be-: 
cause the cluimant is unable to furnish any 
evidence of the date or the cause of her husband's 
death. He left homein March, 1874, for the purpose 
of tinding work and hus never been heard from since. 
‘rhe President says: “ His death may naturally be pre- 
sumed, and the condition of his family is such 
that it would be a positive gratitication to 
aid them in the mahner proposed; but the 
entire and conceded absence of any presump- 
tion, however weak, that be died from any cause 
connected with his military service seems to render it 
improper to place the widow’s name upon the pension 
rolls.” Ft xround for the President’s refusal to sign 
the act grantins a pension to Joseph ‘Tuttle is that Tut- 
tle, who ciaims a pension as the dependent father of 
Charlos Tuttle, relinquished the care of his son, baving 
when the boy was young sent him to live with strangers, 
as he was too poorto support him.

A FENIAN MEETING WHICH ATTRACTED A 
SMALL AUDIENCE, 

About 200 lrishmen gathered in Claren- 
don Hall last evening in response to a call issued 
by the Manhattan Circle of the Fenian Brother- 
hood. The leaders were at a loss to-account for 
the scanty attendance and the indifferenoca 
shown to their appeal. Head Centre George 
Smith opened the meeting by saying that, al. 
though the Fenians had been silent for the last 
five or six years, they had not been inactive. He 
tried to explain away the decline of Fenianism 


in America, and outlined the plan of the com. 
ing campaign. Meetings would he held, he 
said, throughout New-York and Brooklyn 
during the next few months and circles active! 
organized. It was not intended to en ein 
contest of brute strength with England, but ta 
apply the resources of civilization, thanks ta 
which an effective warfare could be waged, with 
little expense of lifo or money. ‘* Our enemies 
have accused us,” he concluded, ** of misappro- 
priating the money of servant girls; but wag 
there ever a servant girl who made the chargo ?" 
The expected response was not given, and the 
speaker was for a while embarrassed. ‘“‘ Wa 
want money,” he went on, “to buy the ‘little 
packages’ which will strike terror to the hearta 
of British legislators.” 

O*Donovan Rossa said he was not one of those 
who believed in waiting for England’s difficulty. 
He preferred to make the difficulty for her. The 
Fenian Brotherhood both here and in Ireland 
were actively organizing, and if ina year from 
now Parnell had faiied to obtain Lreland’s inde< 
pendence by peaceful methods, it would be at- 
tained in another and surer way. John Mur. 
phy, an active Fenian worker for 25 year 
‘was the last speaker, and asked al 
those in the audience who y mpathized 
with the purposes of tho lenian Brotherhood 
. to show their hands. Nearly every hand in the 
‘room was raised, but when Murphy suggested 
that the Secretaries should go through the hall 
and enroll the names of al! those who had given 
i sign of approval there was a hurried exit by 


any. 

Altogether, last night’s meeting proved that 
Fenianism has lost its grip-on any but the most 
uneducated Irishmen, and that there is no more 
‘money in it for the professional agitators.

BUSPENDED FROM THE MINISTRY 
DRIVEN FROM HIS CHURCH. 
Rateresu, N. O., June 24.—The Rev. J. L. 
Bagwell is one of the most eloquent divines of 
the North Carolina Methodist Conference. He 
is the most sought after by the different 
churches of any preacher in the Methodist 
church. He has been stationed at Goldsborough, 
Charlotte, and until a few days ago was in 
charge of the churchat Winston. Heis a very 
handsome man, and soon after taking charge of 
the church there, he became enamored of a 
lovely Mrs. Potiphar, but unlike Joseph of old, 
instead of leaving his garment in her hands he left 
the tatters of asaintly reputation. The woman for 
whom Mr. Bagwell!sacrificed name and position 
is known asa“ grass widow,” and is beautiful and 
attractive. She was an attendant ot Mr. Bag- 
well's church, and here they became acquainted. 
It was not iong before it was noticed that the 
minister was partial to this sister, and that he 
sought every possible occasion to be itt her 
company. Some time ago the officers of the 
church remonstrated with the prencher and 
told him that his conduct was the subject of re- 
mark, and that be must desist. Mr. Bagwell de- 
clared that there was nothing criminal, and that 
he liked her company and did not intend 
to stop his attentions. When the Presid- 
ing Elder of the district came to Winston 
he privately reprimanded Mr. Bagwell, 
but this did no good.

A WEER’S FLOUR PRODUCTION. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 24.— The 
Northwestern Miller says: “‘There was a falling 
off of 28,000 barrels in the output of the mills 
last week, but if was not unexpected, there bav- 
ing been total idleness throughout the milling 
district Saturday. The flour product for the 
week was 117,200 barrels, averaging 16,200 daily, 
against 145,200 barrels the preceding week and 
$9,298 barrels for the eorresponding time in 1885. 
While the same number of mills—19—are run- 
ning, the output for the current week will 
hardly equal that of two weeks ago. Cooler 
weather has prevailed for several days past, mak- 
ing wheat grind freer, but some mills lost a 
day or two, and this will undoubtedly keep 
the output from grain above 140,000 barrels. The 
exports were cut down another notch last week, 
and at present are largely composed of bakers’ 
grade. The flour market is quiet, with prices 
rather firm. A leading miller says that heavy 
lines of flour have been sold during the past few 
days, and the mills give no more evidence of 
shutting down than they did a month ago. 
Bakers’ seems to pe in active demand, and 
some millers are well ahead on this grade. 

“The direct exvorts of flour from here the 
week ending June 19 were 44,400 barrels, against 
50,000 the week ending June 12, 79.750 the week 
ending June 5, and 67,810 the week ending May

* Receipts for the past week: Wheat, 941,000 
bushels. Shipments—Wheat, 88,000 bushels;

THE LOUISIANA LEGISLATURE, 

NEw-ORLEANS, June 24.—The Legislature 
has completed to-day three-quarters of its peri- 
od of service,as limited by the Constitution, 
and its most important work is well advanced. 
The License bill finally passed the House and 
goesto the Senate, where it will pass without 
material change. It is considered a better bill 
for the State than the existing law, and will, it is 
thought, increase the revenues about $40,000. 
The city members succeeded, with the aid of 


60me country representatives, in eliminating the 
high liquor license features. ‘The combination 
controls 45 or 46 votes. The opposition might de- 
feat the bill on final passage, but it would leave 
the law as it etands, and the measure will proba- 
bly pass without further obstruction. The hgh 
license men threaten, however, that at the next 
election the country parishes;will send men to 
the Legislature who will force prohibition upon 
the entire State. 

The Sunday law was promulgated yesterday. 
This bill sifted down has so many provisos, ex- 4 
cepting stores, industries of various kinds, and 
theatres and other amusements, that it simply 
amounts to a suspension of liquor traffic on that 
day. This, however, is a great and unexpected 
reformation—a very advanced beginning. 

The bill prohibiting the traffic in futures passed 
the Senate to-day. It passed the House bya 
large majority last session, and will pass again 
‘with half a chance. 





KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 

St. Pauzt, Minn., June 24.—Storms of 
great violence have been quite prevalent of late 
through Minnesota, and reports of damage 
done come in daily. Yesterday at Shakopeea 
heavy thunderstorm accompanied by destruc- 
tive hail passed over the northeastern section of 
Eden Prairie Township. The corn orop suffered 
most and was cut up into shreds. The wheat 


appeared to be beaten into the ground and lay 
perfectly flat. At Hutchinson a tornado struck 
the ground three-quarters of a mile northwest 
of the village, moving northeasterly. Trees a 
foot in diameter were twisted off and fences 
taken up and carried away. No fatalities are re- 

orted. At Winona there was a very severe 

hunderstorm. Rain fell in torrents and clouds 
enveloped the city.

AN INSURANCE COMPANY FAILS. 

WasHineton, June 24.—The suspension 
of the Anglo-American Insurance Company 
Was announced to-day. Its officers are the 
Hon. William Beli, President; Gordon Mac- 
Intosh, Vice President; D. F. Hamlink, Secre- 
tary; H.H. Finley, General Manager. Gordon 
MacIntosh, John Mason, and Robert Dance, 
London, England; D. F. Hamlink and H. H. Fin- 
ley, Washington, D. C., and William Bell, Jr., of 
Ohio, Directors. The company did very little 
business in this city, their risks beine placed in 
other parts of the country. Its capital was an- 
nounced as $1,000,000, but tax was paid on only 
$100,000 capital. Mr. R. J. Phillips, one of the 
special agents of the company, said to-day that 
the primary cause of the suspension was the 
fact that about $33,000 of its drafts to pay in- 
sured losses had gone to protest in London. He 
says the company’s liabilities amount to about 
$60,000 on policies issued in this country, and 
that the surplus over capital stock and all other 
liabilities is $34,163.

AND SO “UNCLE GEORGE” HEARST 
BECAME A SENATOR. 
THE INCIDENTS THAT MARKED HIS UPWARD 
CAREER AS MINER, SPECULATOR, AGENT, 
AND CAPITALIST IN CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, June 15.—As the Hon. 
George Hearst, United States Senator from Cal- 
ifornia, seems to be attracting a great deal of 
attention in Washington at present, and as 
many erroneous statements about him and his 
career are going the rounds of the Eastern press, 
perhaps a truthful sketch from the pen of one 
who has known the man for over a quarter of a 
century might not come amiss. 

Ihad always understood that he was a Mis- 
sourian by birth, but I see that some of the 
newspapers locate his birthplace in Kentuoky 
and othersin Virginia. At any rate he was pop- 
ularly supposed to have hailed from Missouri. 
He crossed the Plains to California by the ox- 
team conveyance in vogue in those days early 
in the fifties, following the rush of fortune seek- 
ers to the newly discovered land of gold, and 
settled in Nevada County, then one of the 
most prolific sections of the State in placer 
mines and which at this day yet contains inex- 
haustible treasures in gold. Hearst at once en- 
gaged in placer mining, working with pick and 
shovel and pan, but buying, selling, and trading 
in claims were more to his bent than hard labor, 
and he engaged in that pursuit, continuing with 
varying success until J859, being up and down, 
but most of the time as pooras & rattlesnake in 
Spring. 

{n 1857-8 it began to be feared that the mines 
of the State had given out, asthe placers, such 
as could be worked by individual miners with- 
out capital, were about exhausted. Quartz 
mining and hydraulic mining were just then 
getting a fair foothold, but it takes capital for 
those kinds of mining, and capital was just then 
very timid, as the future of California as a min- 
ing State seemed very uncertain. Besides, 


quartz mining was but littie understood, 
and quartz feduction was comparative- 
ly a primitive process, in which about 
as much metal was wasted as Was saved. 
The machinery and scientific apbliances of to- 
day were unknown. Hearst devoted himself to 
quaftz mining, working mines, and trading in 
claims. ‘‘his was his school where he took the 
first lessons that have, with added experience, 
made him, perhaps, the best judge in the United 
States of the vaiue of amine. In 1859 occurred 
what was known as the Washoe excitement, and 
it and its results are what have made the Cali- 
fornia of to-day and produced our bonanza 
kings and millionaires. 

A party of placer miners were working ina 
desert and isolated region in a spur of tho 
Sierra Nevada range, in what was then a portion 
of Utah Territory. The story of the discovery 
of the great Comstock Lode by these mén has 
been often and variously told in print, and it is 
not within the purpose of this article to repeat 
it here, except as to some incidents germane to 
the subject in band. The news reached San 
Francisco that silver had been 
in the bleuk, inhospitable 
most inaccessible region on the _ eastern 
slopes of the Sierra Nevada. From San Fran- 
cisco the news spread broadcast throughout the 
Pacific coast, and there ensued what was known 
among the miners as a “rush.” Adventurers, 
prospectors, miners, gamblers, representatives 
of almost every profession, speculators, mer- 
charits, all flocked to the néw camp, Virginia 
City, named after one of the discoverers of the 
lode, who went by the nickname of ‘Ole Vir- 
ginny,” and I don’t think anybody really knew 
his right name, or that he knew it himself, but 
it was said to be Finney. 

Among the eager throng that flocked to the 
new diggings was George Hearst. They went 
afoot, cn horseback, in wagons, on donkeys, 
by saddle trains of mules—any way so as to get 
there—and I believe that as many went afoot, 

acking their “grub” and blankets on their 

acks, as traveled by more speedy and comfott- 
able means. Hearst went on horseback, but 
came pretty near not getting started at all. 
He was flat broke, but had managed to get 
hold of a_ horse, saddle, and bridle. He 
was one of a party of mounted men, and 
just as their point of departure—Nevada 
City—was reached, a constable overhauled the 
caravan ahd demanded the payment of some $40 
which Hearst owed fora store bil). Of course 
he did not havethe money, and the constable 
produced a writ of attachment on the riding 
outfit, as well asone accusing Hearst of being 
about to leave the State with intent to defraud 
his creditors. Everybody in the mines was 
broke or nearly so in those days, but there was 
a little money in the party, and,.the boys chipped 
in and rescued George from the clutcnes of the 
officer and the party went on its way rejoicing. 

A» more forbidding looking section than 
Washoo was at that time would be hard to find 
on earth, but under the surface lay untold mill- 
ions. All was excitement, bustle, and confu- 
sion, claims being staked off by the thousand. 
The theory that the great mineral belt was one 
lode did not then exist, and the claims were scat- 
tered over an area several miles in extent, the 
hills through which the loderuns being fairly 

lastered with locations a dozen deep. 

earst got into thethickest of the struggle, 
locating claims here, buying feet there, and 
selling them in another direction. He 
obtained an interest in some of the most valu- 
able mines, but it cannot be said that he made 
an ultimate success on the Comstock. He made 
money, itis true, but lost it again in speculation 
in mines. Of course sucha state of things as I 
have described could but Jead to an enormous 
amount of litization to settle title to claims and 
mines, and it was in the management ot some of 
these suits that Hearst struck his strong suit. 
Litigation in Nevada in those days was unique. 
Bribery of jurors, witnesses. and Judges was as 
open asthe day, and the moneyed side was vic- 
torious every time. Rich corporations absorbed 
the mines, and a poor man had as much show 
for his mghts as a clawless cat would have for 
his scalp in Hades. 

Hearst distinguished himself in litigation of 
this sort, and his tact and shrewdbess in this, al- 
lied to his thorough knowlege of mines and 
mining, made him an invaluable man to mining 
capitalists. The discovery and working of Com- 
stock mines led to the exploration and prospect- 
ing of other portions of theregion which in 
1861 became the Territory of Nevada and in 1864 
the State of Nevada. Hearst quit his mining 
operations on the Comstock ingore el broke, 
but he had for backers the firm of Haggin & 
Tevis, of San Francisco, the wealthiest and at 
that time the most enterprising and venturesome 
erry openers on_ the Pacific coast, if not 
inthe United States. Hearst was always sure of 
a‘*stake” from this firm for the purchase of a 
mine if he could find the mine. He was person- 
ally acguainted with nearly every competent 
mining prospector on the coast, and the pos- 
anne is proverbally poor, and seldom gets the 

enefit of his discovery. He fiuds the mine, 
and, being of a somewhat shiftless nature, as a 
ruje, has no capital to work it with. Hearst 
acted as the agent between the locator and the 
capitalist, and in this way secured for the 
latter properties which now include the 
most valuable mines on the continent. It 
may be well, however, to state in passing, that 
Messrs. Haggin & Tevis separated in business, 
aud that the firmis now Haggin & Hearst, Mr. 
Tevis,as I understand it, having withdrawn 
from active mining operations on account of 
the immense press of his other financial inter- 
ests. Among the leading mines owned by Hag- 
gin & Hearst are the Ontario of Utah, the 
Homestake series of the Dakota Black Hiljs, and 
the Anaconda of Montana. The Ontario has 
been a bonanza and dividend payer since 
its acquisition. The Homestake mines 
are a wonder in minng, and consist 
of One great channel of low-grade gold ores 
which are dug out asif they formed an ash 
bank and with automatic and other mechanical 
appliances mined and reduced at small cost. 
What the output and profit of these mines have 
been is known only to those who control the 
companies’ destinies, but that they have been 
sometimes enormous is beyond question. The 
Auaconda is probably the most extensive copper 
mine in the world to-day, and the works for the 
reduction of its ores are said to be the largest 
and most complete copper smelting and refining 
plant in existence. 

When I first saw George Hearst he looked the 
ideal of a young Western backwoodsman. Over 
6feet in height, straight as an arrow, long, 
swineicg arms, big feet and hands, a somewhat 
awkward gait,a pleasant, ever-smiling face,a 
drawling, but musical voice, and the pronounced 
accent of the Southerner of theslave days. 
erect carriage, the voice, and the smile are re- 
tained tu this day, though he has turned 60, and 
and bis hair and beard are white. Having 
had no advantages of education, Senator 
Hearst is an illiterate man, but not an 
ignorant one. He is of keen and observ- 
ing mind and quick of perception, and 
with ‘him an experience once gained is never 
forgotten, but is used to advantage shouid 
the occasion arise. Heis a good judge of men 
and human nature and it takes a bright man to 
get the best of him. When in the company of his 
cronies he delivers himself of many wise, orig- 
inal,and homely thougnts and phrases. Like 
most Southern men he is a great admirer of 
title,and I believe that it was this trait more 
than any otber cause that led him to seek the— 
to him but honorary—position of United States 
Senator. While he was with his intimates, who 
were being addressed by each other as ** Major,” 
or **Colonei,” or “ General’—though the lat- 
ters title might have come from _ his 
having been General Superintendent of a Sun- 
day school—he was but plain “ Uncle George,” 
and as itis the fashion for California and Ne- 
vada millionaires to purchase United States 
Senatorships as the crowning of their ambition 
he didn’t want to be lett in the rear, and by the 
accident of death and a Democratic Governor 
he hag reached his goal. No more will the 
‘** boys” address him as ‘* Uncle George” nor the 
brigadiers as ‘Mr. Hearst, Sah;” now with 
‘awe and reverence they salute him, ‘ Sen- 
ator.” Hearst is naturally a kind and 
open-bearted man, free from _ affectation 
or exciusiveness. I do not think that one of his 
old comrades or acquaintances ever applied to 
bim io vain for assistance, and 1 bave person. 
ally seen him on more than one occasion leave a 
party of broadcleth clothed men to stop across 
the street and shake hunds with some ragged 
wreck of a plonser whom be had known in. fhe 
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fix him up tomake' look otherwise. Just 
here I will relate astu:, ..at I have often heard 
repeated, but I cannot vouch for its accuracy: 
Mrs. Hearst is a woman of fashion, in- 
clined to aristocracy, and, with ber only son, 
spends a large share of her time in Europe, 
while her husband is happy and feels at home in 
the unconventionalities of the mining camps. 
The Hearsts have an elegant home on Van Ness- 
avenue, the most fashionable quarter of the 
city, and the lady is a lavish hostess and mag- 
nificent entertainer ofthe créme delacréme of 
the somewhat incongruous element known as 
San Francisco society. ne night Mrs, 
Hearst gave a grand éntertainment. Mr. 
Hearst had not been invited, or if he was 
he had ;forgotten all about it and staid out 
somewhat late. He is an inveterate tobacco 
chewer, and when he becomes animated in con- 
genial company scutters the extract of the weed 
somewhat promiscuously over his shirt front. 
When the revel was at its height at the enter- 
tainment he reached his home, utterly oblivious 
of the fact that anything unusual was trans- 
spiring therein. He succeeded in entering by 
aid of his latch key, when he was met 
by a flood of light, the perfume of 
flowers, strains of music, and gor- 
géous costumes. He stood somewhat dazed 
for 4 moment and a sort of hush came over the 
festivities. Mrs. Hearst,‘catching sight of him 
reached hia’side, and getting him into the hall 
out of sight of the guests begged him to go up 
stairs and change his street attire and the 
tobacco-stained shirtjbosom for something mure 
suitable to the occasion. Thrusting his hands 
in his .breeches pockets—a babit of his—and 
drawing himself erect, he said in a voice loud 
enough for the company to hear: ‘This is my 
ranch, and if these here folks don’t like my 
shirt they can go home; it’s time for folks to be 
in bed, anyhow, and I’m gwine thar,” and he 
steadied himseJf up the stairs to bis apartment. 
While it is certain that a body such as the 
United States Senate canuot be congenial to 
Hearst, yet the signs are that he has an ambition 
to succeed by election to the place he now holds 
by appointment. He holds the “ pack’ on which 
the Democratic Party of California relies for the 
sinews of war and has fiatterers enough to foster 
his vanity in that directiotiw That he can besuc- 
cessfulisto my mind doubtful, because, in the 
first place, I do not think the Democrats can 
carry California this year, and, if they should, 
the party is so split up into factions that no man 
could at this time call himself sure of the Sen- 
atorship. At any rate, should that party win, 
Hearst would be the best man to elect, as, though 
illiterate and unversed in statesmanship and 
legislation, he is not a demagozue,

Mrs, Fairman claimed that 
the whole story told by the Hull girl was a tissue 
of falsehoods from beginning to end, intended 
to help her side of the story andinjure one who 
desired to be her benefactress. 

Chief of Police Little says that, having been 
disappointed in Mrs. Fairman not doing as she 
agreed, he, in company with M. A. Kennedy, the 
Poormaster of the city. went to Mr:. Fairman’s 
house to get the clothes and a ticket to New- 
York. Mrs. Fairman retused to buy a ticket, 
and, in answer to the question what should be 
done with the girl, said she did not care (with an 
oath) what was done with her. 
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THE ROBBERY OF MARKS & SONS. 

Troy, N. Y., June 24.—Michael Kurtz, 
who wasin March sentenced to serve 18 years 
and 6 months’ imprisonment for participating 
in the robbery of Marks & Sons’ jewelry store, 
was brought to this city last evening. The ex- 
pectation was that Kurtz would turn informer 
and give evidence against Billy Porter, his al- 
leged associate in the crime, whose trial was to 


have been moved to-day in the Court of Sessions. 
District Attorney Rhodes caused surprise when, 
at the opening of the court, he announeed that 
he would not be able to move Porter’s trial at 
the present term. Counsel for the defénse de- 
clared that Kurtz had disappointed the prose- 
cution, and that he had refused, notwithstand- 
ing the inducements offered, to testify against 
Porter. They asked that Porter’s bail, which had 
been fixed at $30,000, be reduced. Judge Fursman 
will bear arguments on this request on Saturday. 
Kurtz bas recently put up considerable money 
for printing his cage and lawyers’ fees, and con- 
tidently expects the General Term will order & 
new trial. ‘lo go on the stand and swear to com- 
plicity in the robbery would defeat his chances 
in the appellate court,and Detective Robert 
Pinkerton, who has been conducting the nego- 
tiations, the defense say, has arranged to have 
Porter's trial postponed until the Kurtz appeal 
has been disposed of. Kurtz was taken back to 
prison this afternoon. In theeventof Porter 
securing bail in the criminal action pendin 
against him he will be arrested ina civil suit 
brought by BH. Marks & Son, and will be oom- 

elled to furnish bailin that case also. About 

9,000 in money and other property valued at 

1,700 belonging to Porter have been attached 
by Marks in the action begun against Porter and 
Kurtz. 





UNION OF CHURCHES IN CANADA, 

Toronto, June 24.—The Church of Eng- 
land Synod here to-day took steps to confer 
with the Presbyterian, Methodist, and other 
Christian bodies in Canada for the purpose of 
ascertaining the possibilities of honorable union 
with such bodies, and that if such union be 
found possible without a saerifice of essential 
Christian principles, to formulate a scheme for 
effecting such union. A few years ago the 
Canada Methodist Church, the Bible Christians, 
the Episcopal Methodists, and the Primitive 
Methodist Church united, This union was looked 
upon by many asa preliminary move toward the 
formation of a great evangelical church in Can- 
ada out of the principal Christian churches in 
this country. The movement to-day is consid- 
ered as a step in the direction of forming a great 
evangelical church in Canada. 
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ELEVATOR CHARGES TO COME DOWN. 

Ontcaco, June 24.—It is now under- 
stood, but not officially announced, that on and 
after July 1 the elevator charges for storing 
grain in this city will be reduced 34 cent for 
the first 10 days, and 44 cent for each additional 
10 days thereafter. The charges for switching 


and trimming will also be abolished. The effect 
of this change will be a reduction of 55 per cent. 
in the charges for storing and handling grain 
during the first 10 days,on an average Carload 
of 600 bushels. Thisis a movement which has 
been very strongly urged for several years and 
is regarded in the grain trade as one ot the most 
important steps taken with respect to the future 
of the trade in this city.

LIEUT, ZALINSK’S PNEUMATIC 
GUN TESTED. 

NAVAL OFFICERS GREATLY INTERESTED—. 
WHAT I8 CLAIMED FOR THE GUN AND 
WHAT IT HAS ACCOMPLISHED. . 

* The one lone family which has pitched 

its tents amid the ruins of Fort Lafayette was 

enlivened yesterday by the appearance of sev- 
eral boats loaded with gentlemen, who landed 
and waiked to the spot where the big pneumatia 

dynamite gun reared its iron head. Lieut. E. L. 

Zalinski was the pioneer. He was followea by 

Capt. John A, Howell, of the Washington Navy 

Yard; Lieut.-Commander Royal B. Bradford, of 

the torpedo station, and Commander Caspar F. 

Goodrich, of the navy, constituting a board 

appointed by the Secretary of the Navy some 

weeks ago for the oburpose of reporting 
upon the experiments made with the 
pneumatic gun. Lieut.-Commander Francis 

M. Barker, Lieut. Ruckman, Major Ran- 

dolph, Engineer Emery, H. D. Winsor, 

8. D. Schuyler, President of the Pneumatic Gun 

Company; T. 8. Darling, of Detroit; J. H. Polly, 

of Buffalo, and George H. Keynolds were also 

present. The enormous piece of machinery, the 
barrel of which is 60 feet long,is designed to 
throw 100 pounds of explosive trom one to thres 
miles, The particular feature of the gun is that 
the projectile is made to explode either upou 
contact with the object. or at any depth below 
the water which may be required. Lieut. Za- 
linski has for some time past been ex- 
perimenting with the gun to get the rreat- 
est resuits possible from the explosive. He uses 
an electric battery, which enabies him to obtain 
the highest order of explosion. With his dry bat- 
tery the shell explodes the momentthut the shat 
comes in contact with the water. The time of 
explosion is governed by thesensitiveness of tiie 
battery. By his wet battery the explosion is pro- 
longed. Within the last few weeks considerab!la 

improvements have been madein the gun. 16 

can be fired much more rapidly, andtit is pos- 

sible to fire ashotevery two minutesif necessary. 

Ten empty projectiles were fired from the 
gun yesterday, with a pressure of 1,000 pounds 
to the square inch, in the direction of a target 12 
feet long by 5 feet high placed in the Bay oue 
mile from Fort Lafayette and in the centre 
of a circle of barrels 300 feet round. The aver- 
age time required to fire the gun after the word 
of command had been given was one-tenth of a 
second. The average time required to reach the 
target after the word of command had been 
given was nine seconds. All the projectiles 
struck the water within the circle of 
barrels, which proved to Lieut. Zalinski that 
the gun answered the requirements of Gen. 
H. L. Abbot, who maintained that 100 pounds 
of dynamite fired within 30 feet of an ironclad 
would demolish the ironclad. The fourth pro- 
jectile struck a barrel. The missiles went 
straight as arrows through the air, with a pecul- 
iar whizzing sound, which could be heard ata 
considerable distance. One or two of the pro- 
jectiles went over the target. They weighed 
trom 145 to 151 pounds. 

Lieut. Zalinski then loaded a projectile with 
100 pounds of dynamite, and putitin the gun. 
The gentlemen ran to the other end of the fort: 
the board bid themselves behind a tree, and took 
surreptitious peeps from time to time at the ar- 
rangements. ‘The projectile was fired. It struck 
the water without exploding. Lieut. Zalinski 
then loaded a projectile with 5844 pounds of 
dynamite. It weighed 14234 pounds. It ex- 
ploded as it struck the water with a loud noise, 
sending up acolumn of water to a considerable 
height, and awakening every echo thut the vi- 
cinity contained. The last shot, which was fired 
at an elevation greater than any of the former, 
went 244 miles into the Bay in 22 7-10 seconds. 

Lieut. Zalinski will continue his experiments 
to-day, when the Brazilian Prince will be a wit- 
ness. The members of the board yesterday ex~ 
pressed itas their opinion that the pneumatic 
gun was more accurate than a powder gun.

We have not the least 
doubt that every one of these vetoes is 
pustified and that there would have been 
z2uore if these bills had not been passed in 
guich reckless profusion that it was im- 
possible for the President to examine 
them within the time allowed. Some 
hhave for this reason become laws without 
Executive approval, the President signing 
only those which he considered merito- 
rious, resolving, as he has said, every 
(loubt in favor of the proposed beneficiary.

There is really no reason why this policy 
is not as honest and proper under the 
Government as under a private employer. 
It is coercion and conspiracy to coerce in 
each case. But the Government, happily, 
has means of protecting itself, and these 
have promptly been used. 








The Tribune may have its defects as a 
journal of news, and eke as an organ of 
opinion. But one can generally tell from 
it what the tax eaters of this town think 
about current events. Consulting yester- 
day’s 7ribune with some curiosity as to 
what they think about the stoppage of 
the contractor’s pay for the Fifth-avenue 
pavement we find in small type the asser- 
tion that the Fifth-avenue pavement is 
rising up as a testimony against Con- 
tractor Batrp. Expressive silence broods 
over SgQuire’s share in the _ trans- 
action.

We are not 
aware that they have any interest in the 
Tifth-avenue contract, but perhaps there 
are other contracts on which they might 
be induced to submit bids to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, provided they 
were assured that the harsh and vigorous 
provisions of the contract should be tem- 
pered by a friendly inspection and a 
clement interpretation. 











THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL, 

Undismayed by the experience of four 
years ago Congress seems bent upon the 
passage of a River and Harbor Appropria- 
tion bill of very nearly the dimensions of 
that which was passed over the veto of 
President ARTHUR. It is made up in pre- 
cisely the same way, by the logrolling of 
the representatives of local interests, 
and contains many items such as the Pres- 
ident then declared to be unconstitu- 
tional, as being neither for the common 
defense and the gencral welfare nor for the 
promotion of commerce between the sev- 
eral States, Aside from the improper 
character of many of the purposes pro- 
vided for, the amount to be appropriated 
is much larger than can be advanta- 
geously expended in one year. The whole 
thing is a scandalous job, in violation of 
sound principle and public economy, and 
welded together by a combination of in- 
terests to plunder the Treasury for the 
benefit in many cases of purely local 
schemes. 

The bill as reported to the House ap- 
propriated something over $11,000,000. 
This was in itself a very liberal measure, 
but, as usual, the members of the commit- 
tee had looked out a little too well for 
their own districts, and in its progress 
through the House other claims to con- 
sideration were put in and accepted until 
the bill was swollen to more than 
$15,000,000. For some time the Senate 
Committee on Commerce has been at work 
upon it and while it has cut down some 
items it has added and increased others 
until the total amount exceeds $18,000,- 
000. If precedents are followed, other 
additions will be made in the Senate and 
it may be that even the record of 1882 
will be beaten. 

In that year the same process of swell- 
ing the bill through every stage of its 
progress was followed, and as it finally 
passed it provided for an appropriation of 
$18,748,875. Every protest was unheeded 
on the plea that the newspapers did not 
represent real public opinion and that 
constituents demanded the liberal appro- 
priations. It appeared in the political 
campaign that followed that public senti- 
ment was with the newspapers and the 
President and decidedly against Congress 
in the matter, and havoc was played 
with many political aspirations, Nothing 
was ever done by President ARTHUR 
which strengthened him so much in 
the public estimation as his veto 
of the River and Harbor bill of 1882, while 
its disastrous effect upon members of Con- 
gress was so great that no bill at all was 
passed at the session that followed. Of 
the 122 members of the House who voted 
to pass the bill over the President’s veto 


34 failed to get a renomination, and at 


‘least one, Mr. Crapo, of Massachusetts, 


had his aspirations for a candidacy for 
Governor blighted, and his party was de- 
feated in that State for the first time in 
many years. Of the 83 who were renom- 


inated 27 were defeated at the polls, the 
others being largely in the South or in 
districts where their party had heavy ma- 
jorities. Thus just one-half the members 
of the House who insisted upon the pas- 


sage of this monstrous job failed to be re- 
turned to their seats. 


These are facts which the jobbers and 
logrollers in the present Congress will do 
well to reflect upon. We have a Presi- 
dent now who is not in sympathy 
with politicians who seek to make. them- 


selves ‘‘solid” with their constituents by 
robbing the public Treasury and he 


is accustomed to a courageous and 
vigorous use of the veto power. If a 
River and Harbor bill crammed with local 
jobs and appropriaiing anything like the 
amount already embodied in this meas- 


ure is laid before President CLEVELAND, 
nobody can doubt that he will 
veto it in a manner that will 
excite the enthusiastic approval of the 
country. The effect will be to add great- 
ly to the high confidence in which he is 
held and to the disgust and indignation 
with which the paltering of both houses 
of Congress with the great interests of 
the country is already regarded. It seems 
as though common prudence and the most 
ordinary political sagacity would have 
prevented at this time the concoction of 
such a vast conglomeration of jobbery in 
one measure, It is important that many 





of the objects provided for in this bill 
should be saved, but it can only be done 
by a rigorous exclusion of a multitude of 
corrupt jobs on its final passage, and of 
that there seems to be little hope. 








A FOOLISH GAME. 


The spoilsmen who were chuckling over 
the success of Mn Veazey in the Balti- 
more Post Office in making appointments 
for political motives have gone a step too 
far. In a recent interview with Mr. 
Veazey that gentleman stated that he 
had been called upon by Mr. Lyman, one 
of the Civil Service Commissioners, and 
that after’ hearing a full explanation of 
the way in which Mr. VEazzy had man- 
aged to get his political favorites into 
office Mr. LyMan had declared that though 
he did not approve of such action yet he 
must admit that the law had not been 
in any way violated. This _ state- 
ment of VEAZtyY’s was, of course, entire- 
ly erroneous, and when the spoilsmen 
found that not only did Mr. Lyman re- 
fuse to sit down under it, but that he had 
made a report to the commission of which 
he is a member, they immediately start- 
ed the story that there had been ‘‘a row” 
between him and his fellow-Commis- 
sioners, and. that the latter had refused 
to receive any communication from him 
on the subject. This was, as we have 
said, going toofar. It was a silly and 
improbable story in any case, and it was 
perfectly sure to bring its authors to shame 
by a prompt and complete exposure, 

There has been no ‘‘row” in the com- 
mission. Mr. Lyman has communicated 
his report to the commission embodying 
certain conclusions. Mr. Veazey being 
out of the service there is no occasion for 
action so far as he is concerned, but the 
views stated in Mr. Lyman’s report are 
simply clear and logical interpretations 
of the law with which the commission 
must necessarily be familiar, and which 
they will apply as they have occasion. 
The Veazey game is an ingenious one if no 
one who knows the law happens to inter- 
fere with it. Wrazey himself was very 
proud of it, and cackled triumphantly over 
it to the Baltimore reporters. Shrewder 
men than he invented it, and are trying to 
play it in various parts of the Union, If 
Veazey had had the sense to keep quiet 
it might have gone on for a while, but it 
was sure to be found out and stopped 
sooner or later. 

Mr. VEAZEY’S idea is that if the form 
of competitive examination be gone 
through with he can pick out from those 
who have passed the men who have the 
most political influence and appoint them. 
For this purpose he secured a list of all 
the eligibles from the Secretary of the 
Examining Board,:who, as Mr. LyMan 
says, with entire justice, had noright to 
give it to him without the consent of the 
commission. The act of the clerk, how- 
ever, isa matter of noimportance. It is 
the act of Mr. Veazey while Postmaster 
in selecting Democrats from the eligible 
list because they were Democrats which 
is in direct violation of the rules and 
would have been cause for removal had 
not the offender avoided it by resign- 
ing. Mr. YMAN states this fact 
and cites the rule to which we have 
had frequent occasion to refer, viz., 
that ‘‘if the political opinion or affilia- 
tion of any applicant be known no discrim- 
ination shall be made by reason thereof 
by the examiners, the commission, or the 
appointing power.” This rule applies 
wherever the civil service law applies. It 
will be well for all officers having the ap- 
pointing power to study it carefully and 


to bear it constantly in mind. Nor need. 


they delude themselves with the notion 
that any violation of it will be ignored 
by the Commissioners or be condoned by 
the President. The rule is of the essence 
of the law. It has been shown that the 
law cannot be repealed or upset or emas- 
culated in Congress. It will certainly not 
be abandoned or evaded by Mr, CLEVE- 
LAND. 








THE SENATE AND THE PEOPLE. 

The debate upon Mr. Brecx’s bill, which 
provides that the hired agents of land 
grant railroad companies shall not sit and 
vote in Congress, shows very plainly how 
far the Senate has drifted from the people 
and how blind a majority of its members 
have become to the real nature of certain 
acts concerning which nine-tenths of the 
people are of one opinion, This bill‘ was 
passed a few days ago in the 
Senate by a vote of 87 to 11. Im- 
mediately Senator HawLry entered a 
motion to reconsider this decision, This 
motion to reconsider has been adopted by 
a vote of 31 to 21, and the bill has been 
sent to the Judiciary Committee, a ma- 


jority of whose members are opposed to 


it. The appearance of a majority in sup- 
port of Senator HawLry’s motion shows 
that among those who voted for the bill 
on the 10th inst. were many Senators 
opposed to it at heart, who were glad to 
have an opportunity on the 22d to give 
force to their real opinions by placing it 
in the hands of its enemies. 

Senator Haw Ley led the attack upon 
the bill. He undertook to defend an in- 
sulted Senate. Mr. MITCHELL, of Oregon, 
tried to express his indignation by propos- 
ing an amendment whose adoption would 
make the bill ridiculous. Mr. TrLuzr, of 
Colorado, declared that the bill was ‘‘ dis- 
graceful to the Senate and an outrage on 
the best sentiment of the country.” Mr. 
EvaktTs regarded the bill as a stigma on 


the Senate and as an insult and reproach 


to the legal profession. Mr. Epmunps at- 
tempted to show that the bill required an 
ideal honesty and freedom from bias, such 
as might be found in a world governed 
by angels from above. The objections 


urged by these gentlemen were swept 


away by a few quotations from the Re- 
vised Statutes. If this bill insults Sena- 
tors or assumes that lawyers in Congress 
can be induced by fees to work for corpora- 
tions and against the people, then there 


are in the Federal law pages of such in- . 


sults and many a provision that must har- 
row the legal soul of Mr. Evarts. By 
laws which were passed by the Senate a 
member of the Senate is forbidden to 
take fees for procuring a contract or an 
office for any person, or “for his at- 
tention to, services, action, vote, or de- 
cision on any question, matter, cause, or 
proceeding which may then be pending, 
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or may by law or under tlie Constitution 
be brought before him in his official ca- 
pacity, or in his place as such member of 
Congress.” By laws which were passed 
by the Senate members of the Senate are 
forbidden to take bribes; they are forbid- 
den to take compensation for work in the 
departments, and they are forbidden to 
held an interest in Government contracts, 
To assert that the Beck bill is an insult to 
Senators or a reflection upon their integ- 
rity isa shallow pretense. As Mr. Beck 
said: ‘‘The Revised Statutes are full of 
such reflections, and wholly disregard all 
such chivalrous sentiments.” 

That plea is worthless. It will deceive 
noone. The question is, Shall the Sena- 
tor who sits as a judge upon very impor- 
tant questions arising between the great 
land grant railroads and the people be 
allowed to have in his pocket a re- 
tainer from the railroad company? 
The soundness of the doctrine is self- 
evident. This will be the verdict of 
the people if they shall be cailed upon to 
express their opinion formally. Here is 
the proposition, as it was declared by Mr. 
BercK in the course of the debate: 

“If there is any principle that ought to gov- 
ern the action of a member of Congress it ought 
to be that he should not be the attorney for a 
land grant railroad over which we have juris- 
diction, and with which we are compelled to 
have conflicts here and in the courts upon ques- 
tions of great public importance, involving 
vast sums of money and important principles of 
public policy, andif any man bas such a con- 
nection he ought to surrender it before he comes 
to Congress, and he ought to act the part of a 
Judge guarding the interests of the people of 
the United States,and allow the railroads to 


have other attorneys who bear no Official rela-. 


tion to the public interest.” 

Is any Senator blind enough to believe 
that the people do not accept and will 
not uphold this doctrine? If so, his eyes 
will be opened in good time. 

The bill is aimed not only at an evil 
which may hereafter exist, but at one 
that, in the belief of thousands of intelli- 
gent men, has existed and exists to-day. 
It is the opinion not only of the few who 
are even now petitioning for the ‘aboli- 
tion of the American ‘ House of Lords,’ ” 
but also of a great body of citizens, that 
the United States Senate is subservient 
to the great subsidized corporations. The 
people will not be led to change this opin- 
ion by the assertions of Mr. MITCHELL, of 
Oregon, or the speeches of Mr. TELLER, 
under whose direction the patents for the 
swindling Backbone Railroad’s lapsed 
grant were rushed through the Interior 
Department by night work in the last 
hours of his term of office. They will 
not be convinced that they are in error by 
the arguments of other Senate lawyers 
who have for years earned large fees or 
salaries by acting as attorneys for land 
grant roads. They will turn to the rec- 
ord of the Senate as it has been 
laid before them in years past. They 
will recall the contest that  end-: 
ed in the passage of the Thur- 
man act, which provided for the 
payment of a very small part of the im- 
mense debt owed to the people by the 
subsidized Pacific roads. They will recall 
the passage of many forfeiture bills by 
the House, and the Senate’s failure to 
concur; the smothering of forfeiture bills 
in Senate committees, and the killing of 


other similar billsin the Senate by amend-. 


ments drawn in the interest of the cor-: 
porations. They will not-forget the 
scandalous postponement of action in 
the Senate upon the House bill-~forfeit- 
ing the lapsed Texas Pacific grant, 
which could never have been earned 
by any corporation. They will not reject 
the evidence, furnished by the Senate at 
many a session, that bills restoring land 
to the public domain and establishing the 
rights of the people as against the impu- 
dent demands of corporations can be 
passed by that body only when the force 
of public sentiment in favor of*them be- 
comes irresistible. And they know quite 
well now who the “corporation Sena- 
tors” are, and are able to account for the 
course which these Senators take when 
corporation bills are pending. 
Nevertheless, they are surprised by 
the bold advocacy of the methods for- 
bidden in the Beck bill which is revealed 
by this debate and by the vote upon Sen- 
ator HawLey’s motion. They have sup- 
posed that the ‘‘ corporation Senators” 
would strive to conceal their real views 
upon this subject. This abandonment 
of disguise must convince them that there 
are many Senators who have lost all 
power to draw the line between right 
and wrong, or have come to the conclu- 
sion that sound public opinion can 
safely beignored. They will think deeply 
upon these things. The Senate may 
smother the Beck bill, but the question 
involved is one that will not pass out of 


the public mind. 








HE WILL NOT ACCEPT. 

We judge that the Sun intends to go 
into the side-show business in 1888 as it 
did in 1884. It has often referred with 
satisfaction to the possibility ‘that Gov. 
Hitt might be a candidate for the Presi- 
dency, and yesterday it remarked that 
‘*HILL and CaRLISLE” would make ‘a 
rather attractive ticket.” se 

We do not believe Gov. Hinu and 
Speaker CARLISLE would consent to serve 


as the candidates of the Sun’s labor party. 
Those who best understand the Gov- 


ernor’s character and ambitions, and 
know the penetrating habit of his mind, 
are convinced that he has no thought of 
seeking a Presidential nomination. He is 


too knowing a politician and too wise a; 


man to waste his time and strength in. 


laying plans to capture the National Con-,. 
vention of his party two years hence, There 
is another gentleman who, it appears, 
will have the convention without being 


obliged to make any effort to capture it; 


and Gov. Hitt, who does not get his 
knowledge of thesentiments and purposes 
of his party from Blaine newspapers and 
disgruntled Democratic Congressmen, is 
too practical a man to engage in a strug- 
gle for the unattainable. Besides, there is 
another office, a very high and honorable 
office, in which he would feel entirely at 
home. If he seeks any nomination in 
1888 we presume it will be for that. 

. The Democratic nomination for the 
Presidency being out of the question, 
there is nothing in the Governor's record 
or in his disposition to justify the Sun’s 
hope that he will accept the nomination 





of its labor party—for it is obviously 
in connection with that nomination 
that our contemporary mentions his 
name. Gov. Hitt is a_ serious 
man. He cannot afford to go 
about the country as a buffoon candidate 
for the Presidency. Gen. BuTuER, it must 
be remembered, is a very different person. 
The populace expects him to amuse it, 
and he gains rather than loses reputation 
by gratifying that expectation. Gov. 
HILt, moreover, has no possible object in 
asking the suffrages of the 17,000 “labor” 
voters in his State except to oblige the 
New-York Sun. We do not believe he 
loves that singular newspaper enough to 
make the sacrifices involved. 

It seems to us that the wiser course for 
the Sun will be to support openly the 
Blaine ticket—jf there happens to be such 
athing.

They will stand anything—even BLAINE, 
On the whole, therefore, the Sun may as 
well cease its efforts to provide itself with 
a labor ticket, and make up its mind to 
give its direct support to the candidate of 
the Republicans, whom it formerly de- 
nounced as “rascals.”

Tho explicit declaration of Joun BricHt 


against the granting of home rule to ire-. 


land has been too completely discounted 
to be of any effect upon the elections. The 
authority of Mr. BkiGHT has been quoted 
against the bill for months, and his influ- 
ence, therefore, had already gone for 
all that -it was worth As to his 
reasons, the question has been so 
thoroughly argued from all points of 
view that it would! be impossible for 
him to add anything to the discussion. 
The manifesto in which he does profess 
to give reasons rather diminishes than en- 
hances the political value of the mere an- 
nouncement that he is opposed to home 
rule. For it amounts merely to an asser- 
tion that the Irish people are incapable 
of governing themselves so well as they 
have been governed by the British Parlia- 
ment, which has succeeded in making 
enemies for England of almost the whole 
Irish people. 

This is really all that Mr. BriGHT says. 
It has been said by every Tory speaker 
and every Tory organ, from the Marquis 
of SALISBURY down, and Mr. Briaat does 
not say it in such a manner as to give it 
any additional respectability. His expe- 
rience with the Irish Home Rulers in Par- 
liament has inspired him with such 
disgust for them ‘‘and their lan- 
guage in the House of Commons and 
their deeds in Ireland” that he re- 
fuses ‘‘to hand over to them the indus- 
try, prosperity, and:rights of five mill- 
ions of the Queen’s subjects.” 
however, is that these eighty or ninety 
persons of whom Mr. BriGuT disapproves 


| are the chosen representatives of the five 


millions with whom he professes to sym- 
pathize. There is no doubt that they 
represent the opinions and sentiments of 
the Irish people more accurately than any 
Parliamentary majority in Mr. Briaut’s 
time has represented the-.opinions and 
sentiments of the English people. For the. 
response in Ireland to the action of their 
representatives at Westminster has in- 
variably been that of hearty approval, 
and with every House of Commons the 
Nationalist representation has increased 
until it is now four to one. Mr. BRIGHT 
agrees with the one-fifth and not with 
the four-fifths. The Irish people will 
make little account of his profession of 


‘friendship for Ireland when it is accom- 


panied by the announcement of’his wish 


that Ireland shall be governed in disregard | 


of the wishes of four-fifths of her people. 

Sir Joun Lussock, in his manifesto, 
endeavors to show that the Nationalists. 
do not represent so great a preponderance 
of Irish sentiment as theirnumbers would 
indicate. It is, he says, an accident of 
the apportionment that the Parnellites 
are four to one in Parliament. The ag- 


gregate. of the popular vote in Ireland 


shows that they should be but two to 
one. Assuming the correctness of this 
computation, it suffices to show that the 
sentiment of Ireland is overwhelmingly 
with the Nationalists. A majority of two 
to one in the popular vote is as emphatic 
a declaration of the popular will as any 
politician ought to ask. To show how’ 
emphatic it is it may be recalled that 
the two worst beaten:men who were 


ever the candidates of one of the two 


great parties for the Presidency of the 
United States were Gen. MCCLELLAN and 
Horace GREELEY. Yet they were so far 
from being beaten by two to one that 
McCLELLAN received almost 45 per cent. 
of the popular vote, with the North- 


ern States alone voting, while GreELuy 
received over 43 per cent. Neither 
Sir JoHN LuBBocR’s arithmetic nor Mr. 
BRIGHT’S declamation can affect the 
fact that they are in favor of 


governing Ireland according to English. 


and not according to Irish ideas. Mr, 
GLabDsTONE is right in insisting that it is 
this disregard for Irish opinicn that. has 
brought about the Irish hatred for Eng- 
land, and that this hatred will not disap- 


-pear until Ireland is allowed to govern 


herself in her own way.

* The Maid of Belleville’ is a three-act 
operetta by Millicker, the composer of “ The 
Beggar Student” and * The Black Hussar.” The 
libretto is founded upon one of the innumera- 
ble romances of Paul de Kock, and in the origi. 
nal there is a touch of Gallic spice and some wit, 
which were put to good use when the 
work was performed by the excellent com« 
pany of the Thalia Theatre last month. 
The wit and the Gallic spice are lacking 
in the English, or more properly speaking Amer- 
can, version of the piece made known at the 
. Star Theatre last night. In their place there is 
a good deal of rough and tumble farce and pan- 
tomimic foolery, and the spoken dialogue pro< 
vided by the adapter of the libretto is largely 
made up of the slang phrases that have been 
current in New-York during the last six or 
eight years. The performance, however, 
possessed just that quality which is so 
hard to secure in representations of trans- 
planted operetta, ceaseless Vivacity. The 
singers were not all accomplished artists, 


and a few of them were sadly deficient 
in voice and training. But the. piece moved 
briskly all the time, and what was missing in 
the way of artistic finish was in a measure com- 
Ppensated for by the uniagging energy and zeal! 
of all engaged in the performance. ‘he story is 
one well adapted to musical treatment, and the 
character of coy Virginie, the pretty maid of 
Belleville, is worthy of an accomplished comé- 
dienne and songstress. The art of a Judic might 
well be bestowed upon it, and Mile. Aimée, had 
she consented to give her assistance to the 
production of the operetta, would have 
found a congenial task in the embodiment 
of this droll personage. But Aimée was not 
forthcoming, and Miss Roberta Crawford was 
on hand in her stead. Miss Crawford is not an 
accomplished comédienne, and her musical gifts 
are slight. She labored zealously and was en- 
couraged, but she scarcely succeeded.

unmistakable hit. He was nervous, and erred 
constantly in the direction of overacting, but 
his keen sense of humor speedily made 
itself felt, and his buffoonery was hearti- 
ly appreciated. Mr. David had not been 
heard of in New-York before last night; but he 
isnot likely to drop out of sight now that he 
hasreached the metropolis. While he is not 
lacking in originality his manner remotely re- 
calls both Mr. Jobn Mackay and Mr. George 
Thorne, with a faint hint of Mr. Daniels, the 
professional beauty of the ‘* Rag Baby ” com- 
pany.

But Mr. David will bear in mind, if 
he is wise, that when anallusion was made to 
Deer Park lateron a hiss was heard. The re- 
vulsion had come. It will not do to trifle too 
much, and vulearity isnever profitable in the 
long run. But we think that this Dayid has met 
his Goliath and conquered, to the extent of gain- 
ing a footholdin New-York. Ina less marked 
way & success was made by Mr, Samuel 
Reed, who presented a neat sketch of an 
aged roué. The operatta was well staged, and

RIEGEL, SCOTT & CO.’S ASSETS AND 
LIABILITIES, 

4. SCOTT MAKES A DETAILED STATEMENT 
OF THE FIRM’S BUSINESS TO THE CRED- 
ITORS. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 24.—There was a 
mecting of the creditors of the late firm of 
Riege!, Scott & Co. this afternoon in 
one of tne parlors of the American Hotel. 
The firm, which was supposed to be in a 
healthy financial condition, had 165 creditors 
when John Wanamaker succeeded them a 
few weeks ago. Of the 165 to whom the firm of 
Riegel, Scott & Co. are indebted 76 were rep- 
resented at to-day’s meeting. A good many of 
the creditors came from New-York, hoping 
that before they returned they would krow 
when and how they would eget their 
money. There was general satisfaction at the 
statement of the cripple firm's assets, which 
showed that they were within $32,155 91 of the 
liabilities. The reading of the statement 
resulted in every one present believing 
that Mr. Scott would do the best. he could 
for the creditors. Joshua L. Bailey, who was 
chosen Chairman fof the meeting, appointeda 
committee toconfer with Mr. Scott and agree 
upon some plan of settlement. The committee 
are Edward P. Borden, of Shortridge, Borden & 
Co.; John A. Lawrence and Edward F. 
Mason, of this city, and Messrs. Quimby 
ana Dunlap. of New-York. Mr. Scott, 
in laying the affairs ot his firm before the cred- 
itors, was visibly affected, and severa! times his 
hand stole up to his face to brush the tears 
away. He prefaced his statement by saying that 
he did not ask anything for himself, but he 
wished to appeal for Mrs. Riegel, the widow of 
Jacob Riegel, who was in the firm. 

Mr. Scott began by saying: ** When, in Janu- 
ary, 1880, Jacob Riegel, the senior partner in the 
tirm of Jacob Riegei & Co., died, the firm should 
have gone into liquidation. Contracts had been 
made for the year, however, and for that reason 
J determined, if possible, to goon. Up to that 
time the firm had been doing a_ business 
of about $2,000,000a year. I induced the widow 
of Mr. Riegel and his son, wno had then at- 
tained his majority, to become partners, and 
the firm of Riegel, Scott & Co. was ther 
formed, the members being Josiah _ Rie- 
gel, Stephen. Riegel, Samuel G. Scott, 
and A. B. and E. Theresa Riegel. Early in 1881 
Josiah Riegel died intestate, and the business 
was continued by the four partners until the 
Springs of 1883, when Stephen’ Riegel 
withdrew under somewhat mysterious cir- 
cumstances, leaving but three members 
in the firm. I then found it difficult 
to get money on the Street, owing to the mys- 
tery attending Stephen Riegel’s withdrawal, the 
fact relating to which I have divulged to some 
of you since our recent troubles began, out 
which I do not think it necessary to speak of 
here. I had never before had any trouble 
to negotiate the firm’s paper, but 
then withdrew all I had out and 
from that time to the present have never at- 
tempted to raise money on the Street. Things 
gradually became worse, although we sold more 
goods the tollowing year than we had 
the year before. What grieved me most 
was my inability to keep my promises 
and to meet payments [ had promised to 
meet. In March of the present year I met Mr. 
John Wanamaker one day in front of the Mer- 
chants’ Bank in consultation with Mr. Stuart, 
the Presiderit. He spoketo me of being desirous 
of.opening a wholesale department and desired 
me to let him know of any firm might 
hear of that was going out ot business. I after- 
ward bad a consultation with him and he agreed 
to purchase allthe goods we should have on 
band on May 31 at their market value for cash. 
He also agreed to assume all our contracts 
with salesu.en and all our contracts for goods 

be delivered as weil as the lease of the 
store No. 333 Market-street. He was ready to 
make the arrangement for April 1, but I thought 
that by means of the April and May busiuess we 
might be able in a measure to_ repair 
our losses, and I accordingly fixed the date 
at May 31. Tnat the creditors lost nothing by 
that two months’ continuance is shown by the 
fact that we sold $320,000 worth of goods and 
only bought $160,000 worth of new goods. Of the 
amount sold Wanamaker bought $10,000. In 
the two months I paia out about $263,000 for 
potes and merchandise to creditors.” 

“Mr. Wanamaker paid $250,000 on account on 
Junel,” Mr. Scott continued, “but refused to 
pay any more until the inventories were 
completed. On June 15 these were finished, 
and we received $207.3806 07. In addition 
to that Mr. Wanamaker also paid $1,300 
for the unexpired policies of insurance and $300 
for sales agencies. All of this was deposited 
In @ separate bank, and every nate f 
can be traced to creditors of Reigel. 
Scott & Co. We then owed about $208,000 
of borrowed money. principaily to _ the 
Merchants’ Bank, to which we_owed $100,000. 
The paventney of our stock on Jan,1 showed a 
total of $298,000. first ascertained that 
the firm was insolvert on June 14, 
inst. The very man who has brought 
suit against the firm, and who has falsely ac- 
cused me of intent to defraud the creditors, re- 
ceived $1,500 on the 2d of June, which was all 
and more than was due him at that time.” . 

Mr. Scott added that he had nothing to ocon- 
ceal and would be glad to answer any questions. 
The largest creditors, he added, were Brown, 
Wood & Kingman, of New-York; Lewis Broth- 
ers & Co. and Coffin, Altemus & Co., of this city. 
These firms and William Wood & Co, comprised 
the four he had promised to pay in full. The 
statement of liabilities and assets prepared by 
Mr. Scott is as follows, among the aasets being 
the following amounts:

MR, ARTHUR'S SUMMER HOME, 
ouseenlipinscne 
SEEKING TO RESTORE HEALTH ON THE 
SHORE OF THE SOUND AT NEW-LONDON, 


Ex-President Arthur went to New-Lon- 
don, Conn., yesterday, where he will spend the 
Summer, at the Pequot House, in the endeavor 
to regain his health. Soon after 1 P.M. he 
stepped from his house, No. 1238 Lexington-ave- 
nue, dressed in a suit of mixed gray clothes, 
high white hat, dark brown necktie, and patent 
leather shoes. His flowing side whiskers, which 
were one of the distinguishing features of his 
person, were gone, and the muatache was of re- 
cent growth. His face was pale, but nis eyes 
were bright, and he walked with much vigor for 
one who has been confined to the house 
for so long a time. He was accompanied 
by his son, Chester A. Arthur, Jr, and 
his puysiclan, Dr. Peters. The three entered a 
carriage and were driven to the Grand Central 
Station, where the ** President,” the private car 
of George H. Watrous, President of the New- 
York, Now-Haven and Hartford Railroad,which 
had been placed at their service, was in waiting 
for them at the rear of the 2:15 P. M. train of 
the Shore Line Railroad. Preceded by his son 
the ex-President climbed up the steps of the car 
without assistance. As he reached the top step 
his foot slipped and he pitched forward, but be- 
fore Dr. Peters, who was close behind him, could 
reach him he recovered himself and walked 
through the car to the private compartment, 
where he took a seat on a sofa on the right-hand 


side. 

While he was chatting pleasantly with his 
Physician and Commissioner French, who met 
him at ‘the station, another carriage drove up, 
from which alighted his sisters, Mrs. McElroy 
and Mrs. Caw,and his daughter Nellie. They 
took possession of the main compartment of the 
car and proceeded to make themseljves comfort- 
able for the journey. A few minutes before the 
time for the train to start Howard Carroll, who 
had been invited by Mr. Arthur to see him off, 
ran hastily down the platform, and entering the 
car took a seat opposite to him.

His Imperial Highness Prnice Augusto 
Leopoldino, Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and 
grandson of the Emperor of Brazil, sailed up the 
Hudson to West Point yesterday on ex-Gov. 
Samuel J. Tilden’s steam yacht Viking, as 
the guest of Charles R. Flint. The yacht, 
which had been placed by Mr. Tilden 


at Mr. Flint’s disposal for the occasion, was off 
the foot of West Twenty-third-street at 8:30 
A.M. Besides Mr. and Mrs. Flint and their 
guest, the Prince, the party included Dr. Sal- 
vador de Mendonga, the Brazilian Consul; Mario 
oo eeeores. Arthur de Carvalho, one of the 
Prince’s cllow-midshipmen; Mrs. Alfred 
C. Chapin, and Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Sawyer, of East Hampton, Mass. The 
Prince, who inherits through his imperial grand- 
father the falsetto voice which is one of the 
peculiarities of the House of Hapsburg, is a 
modest and unassuming young gentleman, 
rather inclined to be reticent. He is a light 
blonde, with a decidedly German cast of coun- 
tenance, and is said to be a living image of what 
Dom Pedro was when a young man. 

The Viking steamed up the river and ran 
alongside the dock at Yonkers, where the party 
debarked and took peo for Greystone. 
Here they were received by Mr. Tilden. who was 
expected to return to the yacht with them and 
go up to West Point, but was prevent- 
ed by the threatening aspect of the 
weather.

The Prince, Mr. Carvalho, and Mario de Men- 
donga remained at West Point to attend a ball 
given in honor of the Prince ana his fellow- 
midshipmen, who, with the exceotion of Mr.

The rest 
of the party returmed to the city on the Viking. 
The Brazilian midshipmen will go to Newport 
early in July to inspect the torpedo school there, 
and will sail thence for the Azores.

Billings is a blonde, with well knit 
figure. Both have been missing since yesterday. 
Mrs. White found in her daughter’s bedroom a 
note in which Mary stated that she had gone away 
to be married, and that she would be a hundred 
miles from home when the note was found. She 
took her jewels with ber. There is no clue as 
to where the young couple have gone, Billinga’s 
friends refuse to tellif they know. Detectives

THE LAKE SHORE SWIICHMEN, 


—_—> 
FEARS THAT THE STRIKE WILL EXTEND TO 


OTHER SECTIONS, 

CHICAGO, June 24.—It is stated on excel- 
lent authority that the Lake Shore switch- 
men’s strike will be extended over the 
entire system and embrace the yards at 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Toledo, and Detroit unless 
a speedy settlement of the trouble here is effect- 
ed. From the present outlook that settlement 
can only be reached through the uncondi- 
tional discharge or removal of the nine “ ob- 
jectionable™ men aow in the company’semploy, 
as the 77 strikers are firmly resolved not to re- 
turn to work until these men have actually been 
disposed of in one way oranother, or by putting 
and keeping on new men in the places of the 
77. On the other band the company’s of- 
ficials have expressed a determination to 
retain the nine men at all hazards, so 


that the question has simply resolved itself 
into one of oversistence and _ resistance, 
The avility of the switchmen to extend the 
strike over the entire Lake Store system 
can hardly be doubted, as it is pretty 
generally known that these men although 
scattered all over the country, will 
stand together temporarily at least in a case of 
this kind. This 1s all the-more probable from 
the fact that the large majority of the switch- 
men throuchout the country belong to the same 
benevolent association, although this associa- 
tion is not in any way concerned in the present 
strike. 

There was a little fracas at the Root-street 
crossing of the Lake Shore yard this afternoon 
which sbowed pretty plainly that the ruail- 
road cannot be operated withovt some 
better protection than that furnished 
by the Town of Lake police. There were per- 
haps 1,000 persons in the yard at 3 o’clock, 
when the 385 policemen guthered around 
Chief Markey, and with drawn clubs 
charged on the crowd. Railroad men and 
loafers fell back and left the track clear. A 
locomotive backed out of the roundhouse 
and ran down to the street crossing, 
where it came to a_ standstill, Switch- 
man Tom Collins climbed into the cab 
and begged the ewe not to turn his back 
on the strikers. "he engineer was obdu- 
rate, and when “Switchmac Collins, who 
bad been hustled out of the _ cab, 
mounted a shed and urged the engineer 
to run. his locomotive back the engineer 
wouldn’t notice him. John Monohan, another 
switchman, tried to force his way to the cab and 
was arrested and locked up on the chaere of dis- 
orderly conduct. The locomotive roiled down the 
track, but the crowd stopped it again, ana it 
was finally taken back to the roundhouse, Chief 
Markey said he would try to protect Yardmaster 
Jones and his assistants if they wanted to do 
some switching, but the officials didn’t yearn 
for work of this kind. 

Another effort to move freight trains will be 
made to-morrow. -The present trouble seems to 
be due mainly to either the duplicity of Presi- 
dent Newell, ot the Lake Shore, or 
Sheriff Hanchett, of Cook County. Presi- 
dent Newell telis a story which saddles the 
trouble on the Sheriff, and that official, being 
out of town, is unable to deny the statements 
of the railroad men. In _ the_ ostensibie 
negotiations between the railroad company 
and the strikers during the strike last 
April, the Sheriff said he represented the com- 
pany. Acting in that alleged capacity he 
told the strikers that the company had 
agreed to remove the objectionable men 
if the strikers would return to work. The 
strikers accepted this alleged offer and went 
back to work. Tbe company denied openly at 
the time that Hanchett or anybody else 
was authorized to make such an _ offer 
to the strikers, and denies it now. Presi- 
dent Newell says that he told the Sncriff 
at the timethat hedid not want to bear anything 
about any agreement he had made with the 
strikers, for the company would not sanction it, 
It is probable that the Sheriff, in his desire to get 
a troublesome matter off bis hands, sold short 
and couldn’t deliver his goods. The Sheriff 
signed a personal guarantee that the company 
would do as the strikers wished concerning the 
objectionable men, and then found himself un- 
able to bring the company to his way of think- 
ing. 

Erte, Penn., June 24.—The Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern strikes in Chicagu are 
affecting the entire working force of the road. 
Drafts were mace to-day on this end of the divis- 
ion, and the single men are being sent under 
protest to Chicago to take the places of the 
strikers. There will be no strike here, but the 
men do not relish the draft. 


OBITUARY. 


ISAAC COOK. 

Isnac Cook, ex-Postmaster of Chicago, 
but for nearly a quarter of a century a resi- 
dent of St. Louis, died at Eureka Springs, 
Ark., Wednesday, of kidney troubles. He 
was born at Lone Branch, N. J., % 
years ago, and for 28 years was a prominent fig- 
ure in the building up of Chicago, and a poli- 
tician who will be remembered where he lived 
for years to come. His early life was spent 
in New-York, and here he received his educa- 


tion. He went to Chicago in 1834, finding it a. 
swampy town of 2.000 or 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. Strolling around the town, he picked out 
a spot in Dearpvorn-street, within 100 feet of Fort 
Dearborn, and there opened the “ Rialto.” The 
** Rialto” was a refuge for the weary, thirsty, 
and hungry. Nowadays it would be calleda 
saloon boarding house. Cook himself described 
it in later years as a ‘* restaurant with rooms up 
stairs and down for lodgers.”’ It was a famous 
place in its day, and it made its owner a rich 
man. He bought real estate and sold it, driving 
a good bargain, though not a hard man. 

A year after he first saw Chicago he sold the 
Chicago and Galena Railroad the site for the first 
railroad station ever erected in the city. He built 
the first stone house in the town, on the ground 
now occupied by the Lake-Street Union passen- 
ger station, and lived there with his family 
in fine style until fashion moved else- 
where, and took him with it. He erect- 
ed also the first brick building over four 
stories high which Chicago ever saw, and it 
stood at Randolph and Dearborn streets till the 
great fire took itdown. After spending several 
years as host of the Rialto, Mr. Cook be- 
came the agent for the canal lana. This 
drew him into public life, and a few years later 
he was heard of asa Democratic politician. He 
was elected Sheriff in 1846, and served two terms. 
President Fillmore appointed him. Postmaster in 
1853, and he served a couple of years. 

During this term he, with James W. Sheehan 
and Daniel Cameron, founded the Uhicago 
‘times. When Buchanan became President Mr. 
Cook was wearing a new political coat, and 
was again appointed Postmaster, serving till 
1860. Hewas greatly interested in politics, and 
during his first term as Postmaster was a 
stron Douglas Democrat, but when 
Douglas and Buchanan. fell out he 
attached himself to the fortunes of 
the Jatter. While he wasa follower of Doug- 
las a big meeting was held at North Market Hall, 
where the criminal court building now stands, 
It was just after the passage of the Kansas 
and Nebraska bill. The crowd was trying hard 
to howl down Douglas, who was speaking, 
when Cook rose up: from the platform and 
shouted: ‘** Truth crushed to earth will rise 
again. Youcan’t stop her,” In 1862 he moved 
to St. Louis, and there founded the American 
Wine Company. He leaves a widow, two sons, 
and a daughter.

THE REV. DANIEL C. VAN NORMAN, 

The Rev. Dr. Daniel C. Van Norman 
died at his residence, No. 315 West Fifty-seventh- 
street, last evening. He was taken withfa stroke 
of paralysis on April 5, which proved fatal. He 
leaves a widow, one married daughter, and a 
son. The Rey. Dr, Van Norman was born in 


1817, at Hamilton, Canada, and is a grad- 
uate of Hamilton College, and Wes- 
leyan University. He _ studied theology 
and was ordained a Methodist preacher. 
In 1839 he accepted a Professorship at Victoria 
College, Coburg, Canada. His chair was that of 
Classics and Physics. On leaving Coburg in 
1845 Prof. Van Norman established a young 
ladies’ seminary at Hamilton, Canada, known as 
the Burlington Institute. He left it in 1851 
with over 600 students, when he came to New- 
York to accept the position of Principal of Rut- 
gers Female College of this city. In 1857 he re- 
signed the-Presidency of that institution and 
started the Van Norman Institute, in which he 
taught young ladies until this Spring. 

Dr. Van Norman was widely known among 
the clergy of this city. He wrote many articles 
for newepapers, and was the author of a French 
text book. He was an energetic member of the 
Alpha Delta Phi fraternity. Recently he had 
been an Elder in the Central Presbyterian 
Church. He was also Secretary of the American 
and Foreign Christian Union, and was one of the 
founders of the American Chapel in Paris.

STEELMAKING IN THE SOUTH. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 24.—At a 
meeting of the Directors of the Roane Iron 
Works here to-day it was decided to convert the 
works into a steel plaat and manufacture by 
the Bessemer process. More than $1,000,000 of 
capital is invested in the works, which have’ 


been idle nearly two years. A four-ton con- 
verter will be put in immediately. Another will 
soon be added, and arrangements will be perfect- 
ed to put the pliant in operation Dec. 1, 
The recent successful effort at ‘the South 
Tredegar Iron Works to manufacture steel 
from the celenrated Cranberry ore obtained at 
Roane Mountain, North Carolina, bas effected 
this change. Jt is now ascertained that the 
ore is readily convertible, and the steel made 
therefrom is of an excellent grade. The 
plant will commence with the manufacture 
of steel rails, and arrangements will be com- 

leted to convert tons of iron ore per day.

MEETING IN COOPER UNION IN THE INTEREST 
OF THE LETTER CARRIERS, 

The lower hall at Cooper Union was 
fairly filled last evening at the letter carriers’ 
mass meeting. Several ladies fringed the 
audience in front. No gray coatra could 
be seen in the audience, but from 
the close attention and warm applause that 
every utterance for shorter hours won, there 
was no mistaking the daylight occupation of 
most of those present. The appearance on 


the stage of Mr. Powderly started applause.

ce. McGlynn, the Rev. Dr. Da Costa, and 
@ score or two of lesser lights’ fol- 
lowed. Mr. Blissert, as chairman, opened 
the meeting by sending a warning 
shot toward Congress, admonishing that body 
that such of its members as may vote against 
the eight-hour law, will be remembered at the 
polls, and saying that Recorder Smyth 
and Justice Duffy, with others,  wiil 
also be remembered variously, not only in their 
own capacity, but through the _ political 
organizations to which these gentlemen 
belong. Secretary McKechnie, who is_ no 
letter carrier, read letters from Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll, Senator Blair, of New- 
Hampshife;. F. B. Thurber, Gideon Tucker, 
Warner Miller, Col. Merriman, and several oth- 
ers. Allof them got warm greetings. The 
audience also became very earnest over a 
series of resolutions offered at this time, 
in which a demand was made upon 
Congress to pass the eight hour law now pend- 
ing; the petty tyranny of Superintendents of 
various departments toward subordinates was 
condemned, and a declaration was made tnat 
every one who shall assist in preventing the 
pi of the bill will be beld responsible at the 
polls, 

When everybody had cooled off, Senator Boyd 
proceeded to warm them upagain by going 
over the ground of grievances, claiming that 
the carriers worked from 12 to 14 hours 
a day, traveling from to 25 miles; 
and that both in time and distance the men 
were worked twice as bard as animals, and 
nearly twice as hard as they should be. Asa 
Democrat he felt safe in saying that every 
Democrat in Congress would vote for the 
eight hour law. There wasa burst of applause 
at this, whereat Mr. Boyd addea that he felt 
sure also that every Blaine Republican in Con- 
gress would vote for it. Then a great shout 
rose, with thundering cheers for’ Blaine, 
generous cheers for the President, some 
friendly recognition of Sunset Cox and a casual 
hurrah for Mr. Powderly. The Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Glynn next interested the audience for nearly 
an hour, in the course of which he dilated 
upon the themes of Henry George, and said 
that the remedy for wrongs lay with the work- 
ing people, since they were in the majority, by 
sending men to represent them properly at 
Washington, at Albany, and at the City Hall. 

There were loud calls for Mr. Powderly when 
Dr. McGlynn finished, and as Mr. Pow- 
derly stepped forward, the audience 
rose and received him royally. He suid 
the letter carriers ought to have shorter 
hours of work to enable them to improve their 
minds, and to give them more time to study the 
characters of men at Washington, Albany, and 
the City Halland how they were doing their duty. 
He said he had been advised that Chairman 
O'Neil, of the Post Office Committee of the 
House, was waiting his opportunity to report 
the Hight Hour bill. He suggested that tbe meet- 
ing authorize him to appeal to Speaker Carlisle, 
to recognize Mr. O'Neil at the earliest possible 
moment. When Mr. Powderly closed Mr. Mc- 
Kechnie “accepted the chalienge’’ about the 
request to Speaker Carlisle to recognize Mr, 
O'Neil, and the meeting indorsed the “ accept- 
ance.” 

Then the Rev. Dr. Da Costa spoke. Mr. Blis- 
sert said he had invited the Mayor and all the 
city authorities, the clergy,and many promi- 
nent people to be present, but they had ignored 
the invitation. The audience hissed them col-

POWDERLY’S FLYING VISIT. 
a . 
WHERE THE POWER TO ORDER ANY STRIKE 
NOW LIKES. 

General Master Workman Powderly, of 
the Knights of Labor, made a flying visit from 
Philadelphia to this city yesterday afternoon, 
The purpose of his visit was to speak at the let- 
ter curriers’ meeting, held last evening at the 
Cooper Institute. He intended to spend the 
night in New-York, but before the letter 


carriers’ meeting had closed he _ received 
a telegram which called him back to 
Philadelphia, and he left this city at 
midnight. He was suffering froma cold last 
night, and in referring toit, after he had left 
the meeting, said it was odd that there was al- 
ways something the matter with his neck when 
he addressed a public meeting in this city. Last 
night’s was not his first appearance at the Cuop- 
er Institute. He spoke there four} ears ago. He 
will return to New-York ina few days and will 
be accompanied by a majority of the General 
Executive Board. 

It is quite safe to say there will be no strike or 
poi on the surface railroudsin this city or 
Brooklyn before Mr. Powderly plants his 
standard in New-York. Oneof the reasons for 
whicb the Cleveland Assembly was called was to 
place the power of ordering strikes or levying 
boycotts in the bands of the General Executive 
Board, on the ground that local committees 
were too apt to be rash _ in the handling 
of such boomerangs. THE ‘TIMES has 
maintained, in opposition to the _ press 
generally, that the assembly failed to give this 
power to the General Executive Board and left 
the matter just where it stood before Mr. 
Powderly issued his call. To give the General 
Master Workman, who has often been quoted 
or rather misquoted, on the subject, an opportu- 
nity of settling the question, he was asked last 
night if District Assembly No. 75 could order a 
strike or a_ tie up without obtaining the 
consent of the General Executive Board. 

Mr. Powderly pondered for several moments 
and replied: ** Yes, the local assembly has the 
power to order a strike or a boycott.” 

“But it has been stated that the power to 
order such an extensive strike or tie-up rested 
with your board ?” 

*1t rests with the local body. But this ques- 
tion will be discussed when the board meets 
here. They cannot levy a boycott, but can 
order a strike or a tie-up.” 

Mr. Powderly afterward said that he and other 
members of the General Executive Board would 
pe in New-York in a few days, when some action 
will certainly be taken regarding the differences 
between the surface railroad companies of this 
city and Brooklyn and theiremployes. Several 
members of the Empire Protective Association 
kept Powderly in view Jast night, and one ot 
them managed to buttonhbole the General Mas- 
ter Workman for a few minutes. Their con- 
versation related to the troubles of the street 
car men, 

Before he boarded the midnight train on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Mr. Powderly was asked 
if he had any doubt of the authenticity of the 
circular which was printed in his last’ pro- 
nunciamento and which prompted him to warn 
the order against the machinations of eorpora- 
tions and pohticuans. He had no doubt at all, 
he said. He felt certain that there was 
collusion between capitalists or corporations 
and politicians. He had seen not only one‘cir- 
cular which satisfied him on this point, but a 
number of such documents. It was on, account 
of their existence that ne had warned the order 
te put only Knights of Labor on guard at Rich- 
mond, and of the contemplated attempt to pack 
me = Assembly that will be held there in 

ctober.

A CONEY ISLAND ROAD. 

The first step toward the reorganization 
of the Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney Island 
Railzoad was taken yesterday in the beginning 
of a suit by the Brooklyn Trust Company as 
Trustee to foreclose a mortgage made in 1879 and 
covering a loan of $500,000. The plaintiffs com- 
Plained that the defendants agreed in the mort- 
gage to devote $10,000 a year to a sink- 
ing fund which should eventually redeem 
these bonds. This has not been done. 
Receiver Jourdan and others having finan- 
ciai interests in the road are made the de- 
fendants. If this suit is successful the road will 
be reorganized on this basis: Owners of first 
mortgage bonds bearing 7 per cent. will sur- 
render them for 6 per cent. bonds, which 
will constitute the only fixed charge 
other than operating expenses against the road. 
The second mortgage bondholders can take 
either the bonds or preferred stock. The com- 
mon stockholders are to receive new stock in 
place of their present holdings, in case they pay 
an assessment which will be used to meet the 
expenses of foreciosure.

TUNNELING A MOUNTAIN. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., June 24.—The On- 
tarioand Western Railroad Company bas pre- 
pared plans and specifications for tunneling 
the divide between the waters of the Delaware 
and Susquehanna ata point near Franklin, by 
this means doing away with the zigzag or series 
of reverse curves now required for over- 
coming tne excessive grades of the eastern slope 
of the mountain. The tunnel will pierce the 
mountain atu level 125 feet below the summit, 
and wili be 1,500 feet in length, exclusive of the 
open approaches, Its construction will reduce 
the maximum grade at this point from 104 to 75 
feet, and will shorten the line two miles and re- 
duce passenger train time 15 minutes. The esti- 
mated cost of the tunnel is $500,000.

He 
was nervous and irritable to a great degree, and 
acted as if he had beenrather ** knocked out” by 
Mayor Grace, Controller Loew, and the en- 
gineers employed under the direction of the 
Commissioners of Accounts. Mayor Grace said 
that he had not as yet fully determined what to 
dointhe matter. He supposed he would wait 


until the Jabors of the engineers and. of 
the Commissioners of Accounts were con- 
cluded. “Of course,” continued the Mayor, 
“] cannot say whether or not I will 
— charges against Commissioner Squire, 

‘he factsabout the paving of Fifth-avenue have 
not, as I am told, all been made public. When I 
receive all the resuits of the investigations I will 
make up my mindasto my duty in the premises.” 
Controller Loew said that he, too, was quietly 
pursuing his investigations, and he added that 
Engineer McLean was atill engaged in the work 
of examination by his direction. He had con- 
cluded not to pay the contractor's demand for 
the work thus far done urtil the law and 
the contract specifications had been rigidly 
adnered to. So far asa he could judge, the work 
being done now was much better done than be- 
fore the 1nvestigations were begun. 

Squire has adopted a novel method of squeich- 
ing the charges made against him. He has keen 
supplying information from the Public Works 
Department and from his own befuddied brain 
to his newspaper organ in this city for publica- 
tion. All the oid stories'about the Brady and 
other unbalanced bid contracts, the facts in 
which have been printed many times, are to be 
revived in order to show bow badly the depart- 
ment was conducted by Squire’s predecessor, 
This policy does not meet the views of the Dep- 
uty Commissioner, William Vitriol Smith, whose 
record in the department for years back as a 
Surveyor is notoriously open to criticism.

SIX MONTHS AND A SHARP REBUKE. 

William Weingardt, a striking butcher, 
who,on May 22, stabbed Gustave Bechsein, a 
non-union man employed in place of the strikers 
in Rohe Brothers’ butcher shop, No. 264 West 
Thirty-third-street, was convicted of assault in 
Part II. of the Court of General Sessions on 
Wednesday. In passing sentence on him yester- 
day, Judge Cowing said: 

“ Weingardt, you are one of that class or ele- 
ment of our Community the majority of whom 
are not, and never intend to become, citizens. 
You, however, see fit to direct the scales of 
wages for others wbo are willing to work for 
less than you are. And when those others, who 
are citizens, desire to support their tamulies 
at rates of wages fixed by their em- 
ployers and agreed to by themselves, you 
and the like of you attempt to take the law into 
your own hands and prevent them. Thisis a 
very big country, but it isnot bigenough to 
hold the disciples of your doctrine along with 
the law-abiding citizens. I believe that the 
laboring classes bave as gooda right to unite 
for the promotion of their own interests as the 
capitalists, but our entire code of social and po- 
litical government revoits at the application of 
such a method of enforcing a ciaim as that by 
which you endeavored to enforce yours, {n con- 
sideration of your previous good character I 
will be lenient to you thistime. The sentence 
of the courtis that you be imprisoned in the 
Penitentiary for six months.” 





FOUR HUNDRED MEW ON STRIKE. 
About 400 workmen in the employ of 
the Jordan L. Mott Iron Works, in Morrisania, 
are on strike for 10 per cent. advance in wages 
it is said, although the Superintendent claims 
that he does not know the reason why they 


struck. Thestrixers say thata week or so ago 
a committee of eight appointed by them asked 
Mr. Mott to restore a 10 per cent. cut which was 
made about a year ago. Superintendent Dem- 
arest yesterday denied that auvy committee from 
the men had called on Mr. Mott or had 
made any demands. About two weeks ago, 
be said, @ man, who represented him- 
self as the President of some protective 
association, called on Mr. Demarest with 
a schedule of prices which he requested him to 
adopt. Mr. Demarest told the man that be did 
not know him and did not wish to have any- 
thing to do with him; if the men bad any griev- 
ances they could themselves come to him or to 
Mr. Mott. The man went away, and Mr. Dema- 
rest did not hear anything further about the 
matter. Tuesday some of the men did not come 
to work, and yesterday there were about 400 
out. No man bad given a reason for striking. 

Tne Superintendent said that both he and Mr, 
Mott were willing at any time to confer with the 
men and listen to whatthey hadtosay. Mr. 
Demarest was not prepared tosay whether the 
tirm was willing to make a compromise.

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TWO OF HER CREW LOST. 


SCHOONER MARY ATWATER SUNK IN THE 
HUDSON BY A STEAMER, 

Coming down the Hudson River at 
about 10 o’clock Wednesday evening the steamer 
City of Kingston ran into a small schooner, 
which sauk immediately afterward. Two of 
her crew could not be found, and probably have 
been lost. Capt. W. 8. Van Keuren, of the City 
of Kingston, said yesterday that the schooner 
had no light that could be seen astern until it 
was too late to avoid the accident. The steamer 
left Cranston'’s Landing, near West Point, at the 
usual hour and proceeded cautiously down the 
river, The night was dark and somewhat 
stormy, but the lights of other steamers pass- 


ing up and down the river could be seen ata 
considerable distance. The Captain and the two 
pilots were in the wheelhouse keeping a sharp 
lookout, 

When opposite the chemical works, near Fort 
Montgomery, a swall light was suddenly seen 
about 150 feet abead. The engines were imme- 
diately reversed, but the Kingston still had con- 
siderable headway on and the tide was also car- 
rying her in the direction of the light. It was 
then discovered that the light belonged to a smail 
schooner directly ahead, into which the iron 
stem of the Kingston dashed. The schooner 
wus struck astern, and was nearly cut in two. 
In Jess than a minute and a half she went down, 
A lifeboat and a raft were at once lowered from 
the Kingston and search was made for the sur- 
vivors. A man found struggling in the river 
was pulled on board the boat. He proved to be 
Capt. James Black, Jr., the owner and com- 
mander of the schooner. 

No other persons could be found, althourh 
search was made for fully an hour. Capt. Biack 
said that the missing members of the crew were 
his father, who had sailed under him, and Rich- 
ard Golden, the cook. The schooner was an old 
vessel, of not morethan 50 tons. Her name 
was the Mary Atwater, and she was bound from 
Kingston for New-York. with 550 barrels of ce- 
ment. She was sailingin the same direction as 
the Kingston, so that her side lights could not 
be seen from the latter’s deck. According to 
the river regulations the schooner shouid have 
burned a flash light in order to warn 
the Kingston of her presence. The light 
which tinally appeared was shown by the 
opening of the cabin door. Capt. Black 
said that be had beeu in the habit of keeping a 
light in the cabin, and opening and then closing 
the cabin door, tbus producing a sort of a flash 
light, when he saw a steamer coming up astern. 
He did not like to keep the light on deck be- 
cause then he could not see to steer. Capt. Black 
suid that his vessel was not insured. 

The City of Kingston resumed her voyage, and 
reached this city about 11:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Her iron stem was slightly scratcned, 
and her woodwork above somewhat damaged. 





FALLING ALL IN FLAMES, 
-—_—--_>>- —_- 
TERRIBLE ACCIDENT TO A WORKMAN ON A 
BROAD-STREET BUILDING, 

One of the big buildings adjoining the 
Stock Exchange is known asthe Mortimer, one 
of the handsomest in the Street. Yesterday 
workmen were engaged on its roof, when one 
of them, Charles McDonald, whose home is at 
No. 197 Greene-street, stumbled while carrying a 
lighted blowpipe in one hand andacan of ben- 
zine in another, There wasan explosion, and in 
a moment McDonald's clothing was all aflame. 
One root of the Stock Exchange was two or 
three stories below, and McDonald determined 


to reach that and thence get by a trap door to 
the street. A rope dangled from the Mortimer 
Buijding’s roof to the Stock Exchange be- 
low, and the burning man jumped for- 
ward to grasp it. He made a_ miscalcula- 
tion; he miss-d the rope, and through the 
air downward he shot, the flames gaining force 
ashe went. Fellow-workmen who saw the uc- 
cident waited breathlessly to see him dashed to 
pieces below, but along line of telegraph wires 
were stretched across his downward path and he 
struck fairly upon them. ‘They gave a little 
under the force of his weight and the power of 
his fall, but instead of breaking and letting him 
dash on to speedy death they bounded upward, 
and there in midair, once, twice, and three 
times, poor McDonald, the centre of scorching, 
brilliant flames, swung up and swung up, all 
helpless; but finally ne fell somewhat sidewise 
and the wires threw him over to the Stock Ex- 
change roof, enly a foot or two beneath. 

Men rab to bis rescue. The flames were extin- 
guished, and the poor fellow was taken toa 
room below, where, after he had spent three- 
quarters of an hour of intense suffering, an am- 
bulance responded to the call which had been 
sent out promptly after the accident. The flesh 
on his right arm was burned almost completely 
off, and portions of his body were crisp. Yet 
the doctors thought he would live under care- 
ful nursing. Two of the workmen who rushed 
to his assistance had their hands badly burned 
in their efforts to put out the flames,

BROOKLYN APPROPRIATIONS. 

The Brooklyn Board of Estimate was in 
good humor when it met yesterday. The ques- 
tion of the appropriation of $80,000 for the pur- 
chase of free books for the pupils of the public 
schools was the most important subject dis- 


cussed, and it finally ended in the approval of 
the appropriation. Tben the Truant Home was 
aliowed $6,572 for salaries and expenses and 
the Boxsrd of Aldermen’s employes $7,500. 
The foliowipg appropriations were approved 
without discussion: County wards, $136,000; 
Court House purposes, $39,000: jail, $93,200; Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, $33,100; Couuty and Ses- 
sions Courts, $41,200; Supreme Court, $51,500; 
City Court, $60,000; Surrogate’s Court, $29,300; 
Commissioner of Jurors, $10,600; Law Library, 
$5,000; Grand and Petit Jurors’ fees, $50,000; 
County Clerk, $24,300; Coroners, $19,000; House 
of the Good Shepherd, $8,200; Supervisors, 
$48,000; County Auditor, $3,000, and County 
Treasurer, $15,800. 

The board became tired of being liberal just as 
the Twenty-third Regiment asked for $62,250, 
and the amount was reduced to $48,600. by hav- 
ing the money asked forarifle range struck out. 
The Park Commissioners obtained the $74,750 
they wanted, and the requisition of the Cnar- 
ities Department for $321,000 was also approved. 
The board apportioned these amounts for the 
purposes stuted: Stationery and_ printing, 
$25,000: burial of deceased soldiers, $11,000; pay- 
ment of principal of county debt, $50,000, and 
interest on county debt, $171,665 47. The session 
closed xfter the adoption of a resolution fixing 
the amounts to be spentin cleaning the streets 
during the next three years as follows: 1887, 
$160,000; 1888, $165,000, and 1889, $170,000.

GUERRILLAS IN INSURANCE, 


Paiste ne 
TRYING TO REORGANIZE METHODS IN A 
SATISFACTORY MANNER. 

The New-York Board of Fire Under- 
writers is engaged in an earnest attempt to reor- 
ganize insurance methods and to provide a sys- 
tem that will be satisfactory to all companies en- 
gagedin business in the metropolitan district. 
It has long been recognized by insurance men 
that there was little or no money in the business 
under the present system, or rather lack of sys- 
tem. New-York has a Tariff Association which 
makes rates for its members, but, as a few com- 
panies refuse to accept its ruling, some of its 
own members have been suspected of making 
rates to suit not themselves so much as the 
times. The rates of brokerage paid to secure 
business have grown to such an enormous ex- 
tent us often to cat up more than the profits 
and to entail an actual loss upon the companies 
Paying them. 

Ten years ago 25 percent. commussion was 
considered very high. Theu, as competition be- 
came more active, the rate moved up to 30 per 
cent. It jumped to 35 andthen to 40 per cent. 
Lately it has been anything, The following in- 
cident will illustrate the extent of the cutthroat 
policy: A house owner wanted a number of 
dwellings insured, The otficial of one of the 
strongest companies in the city promised to in- 
sure them for 10 cents. This was so low a rate 
that it netted the company 8% cents anden- 
abled it to take the risk withouta profit. The 
insurer was perfectly satistied until a broker 
calied upon him and offered to insure his houses 
for%cents. Another broker offered to take the 
risk ut4cents. The owner was bewildered, and 
began. to think that eventually he would 
be compelled to accept a bonus. He went to 
the man who made the first offer and said: “I 
want to insure with you, but it wouldn’t be 
business to give you 10 cents for what I can get 
for4.” The fairness of this proposition was 
recognized by the underwriter, who in return 
said: ** My company will not take the risk for 
less than 10 cents, but as you_have been offered 
such low rates [jl see what I can get for you 
outside.” He did so, and from a strong com- 
pany he obtained the following offer; “ We 
can’ttake the risk for less than 10 cents, but 
will give you a rebate of 75 per cent.” The 
house owner insured his dwellings tor 244 cents. 

Insurance men are not slow to recognize the 
fact that this sort of thing can only precede a 
crash. This they desire to avert, and they have 
strong hopes that all the companies will be in- 
duced to accept the terms that will soon be 
offered by the Tariff Association. The latter 
will probably placethe rate of brokerage at 10 
percent. Brokerg generally will be satisfied to 
accept this rate it they are certain of protec- 
tion. Once such terms are accepted, should 
there be any cutting, war will break loose and 
the weskest will go to the wall. Some of the 
strongest companies in the city are determined 
to crush the guerrilla system, even if they lose a 
great deal of money in the effort. 


PRISONER INSTEAD OF COMPLAINANT. 

Officer George L. Arfken, of the Eldridge- 
street station, was-in the Essex Market Police 
Court yesterday to press his charge against Mrs. 
Fannie Scheinert for resisting him in the exe- 
cution of his mene but Mrs. Scheinert was not 
present. A certificate signed by House Surgeon 
A. W. Berle, of Bellevue, was produced, saying 
that the woman Was well enough to leave, but 
that when sbe was told she was a prisoner in- 
stead of a complainant shesuddenly complained 
of pains in various parts of her budy. Justice 
Duffy expressed an emphatic opinion that the 
woman’s illness Was a sham and adjourned the 
case until to-morrow, saying thatif she did not
